PASSED  AT  THE  ANNUAL  SESSION 
1951  - 1952 


No.  1 
(Council  No.  2) 

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  City  Comptroller  on  behalf  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  sell  at  either 
public  or  private  sale,  in  accordance  with  Section  169  of 
the  City  Charter,  all  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  and  to  the  parcel  of  ground 
with  the  improvements  thereupon  situate  in  Baltimore  City, 
State  of  Maryland,  being  located  at  the  northwest  corner 
of  Nevada  Street  and  Maisel  Street,  fronting  westerly  on 
Maisel  Street  90  feet,  with  an  even  rectangular  depth  north- 
erly and  binding  along  the  west  side  of  Nevada'  Street  500 
feet:  containing  1.033  acres  of  land,  more  or  less.  Said 
property  being  no  longer  needed  for  public  use. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  City  Comp- 
troller be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  sell  at  private  or  public  sale,  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  169  of  the  City  Charter,  all 
of  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  and  to  the  parcel  of 
land  situate  in  Baltimore  City,  State  of  Maryland, 
as  follows : 

Beginning  at  a  concrete  monument  at  the  inter- 
section formed  by  the  north  side  of  Maisel  Street 
and  the  west  side  of  Nevada  Street,  said  monu- 
ment being  designated  as  Monument  No.  3  on  the 
property  line  map  of  the  Westport  Site  prepared 
for  the  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore  City  by  J. 
Spence  Howard,  dated  June  26th,  1950,  the  co- 
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ordinate  values  as  established  by  the  Baltimore 
City  Topographical  Survey  Commission  of  said 
monument  being  west  6309.96  and  south  12607.68 
and  running  thence  from  said  place  of  beginning 
and  binding  on  the  north  side  of  Maisel  Street 
north  64  degrees  30  minutes  00  seconds  west  90 
feet;  thence  leaving  Maisel  Street  and  running 
north  25  degrees  30  minutes  00  seconds  east  500 
feet;  thence  south  64  degrees  30  minutes  00  sec- 
onds east  90  feet  to  a  concrete  monument  on  the 
west  side  of  Nevada  Street  designated  as  monu- 
ment No.  4  on  said  previously  mentioned  property 
line  map  the  co-ordinate  values  of  which  are  west 
6094.71  and  south  12156.39  thence  binding  on  the 
west  side  of  Nevada  Street  south  25  degrees  30 
minutes  00  seconds  west  500  feet  to  the  concrete 
monument  at  the  place  of  beginning.  Containing 
1.033  acres  of  land,  more  or  less.  Said  property 
being  no  longer  needed  for  public  use. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no 
deed  or  deeds  shall  pass  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  approved  as  to  form  and  legal  sufficiency  by 
the  City  Solicitor. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

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No.  2 
(Council  No.  4) 

An  ordinance  creating  the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commission  and 
conferring  and  imposing  certain  powers,  duties  and  func- 
tions upon  it,  subject  to  certain  restrictions;  providing  the 
manner  in  which  title  to  certain  property  acquired  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  be  taken;  pro- 
viding that  certain  legal  instruments  shall  be  in  the  name 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  man- 
ner in  which  they  shall  be  executed;  dissolving  the  Port 
Development  Commission  of  the  City  of  Baltimore;  authoriz- 
ing and  directing  the  Port  Development  Commission  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore  to  transfer  its  assets  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  upon  certain  conditions; 
transferring  all  funds  and  appropriations  heretofore  made 
to  the  Port  Development  Commission  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more to  the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commission  for  certain  pur- 
poses, and  providing  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance,  except 
as  definitely  provided  in  this  ordinance,  shall  repeal,  modify 
or  affect  certain  stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  here- 
tofore issued  or  authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  certain  acts  or  legal  instru- 
ments heretofore  done  or  entered  into  by  said  municipality 
or  certain  of  its  agencies  or  certain  powers,  duties  or  func- 
tions of  said  municipality  or  certain  of  its  agencies. 

Whereas,  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  Mary- 
land of  1951  authorized  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  to  issue  its  certificates  of 
indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Thirty 
Million  Dollars  ($30,000,000.00)  to  be  used  for  or 
in  connection  with  extending,  developing  or  im- 
proving the  harbor  or  port  of  Baltimore  and  its 
facilities  and  the  highways  and  approaches 
thereto,  and  provided  that  before  the  issuance  of 
any  part  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  the 
municipality,  by  ordinance,  must  create  an  agency 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to 
be  known  as  the  ^'Port  of  Baltimore  Commis- 
sion," and  confer  upon  it  certain  powers  and 
duties ;  and 
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Whereas,  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  Mary- 
land of  1951  authorized  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  by  ordinance,  to  dissolve 
The  Port  Development  Commission  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  created  by  Ordinance  No.  377  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved 
July  2,  1920,  and  to  transfer  to,  and  vest  in,  the 
Port  of  Baltimore  Commission  any  or  all  of  the 
power  and  authority  which  has  heretofore  been 
conferred  upon  The  Port  Development  Commis- 
sion of  the  City  of  Baltimore  by  law;  and 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said 
Chapter  201,  Ordinance  No.  1613  was  approved  by 
the  Mayor  on  April  4,  1951,  and  by  the  voters  of 
Baltimore  City  on  May  8, 1951,  and  this  ordinance 
authorized  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more to  issue  its  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  Twelve  Million  Dollars 
($12,000,000.00),  to  be  used  for  or  in  connection 
with  extending,  developing  or  improving  the 
harbor  or  port  of  Baltimore  and  its  facilities  in 
the  manner  and  to  the  extent  set  forth  in  said 
ordinance,  and  provided  that  before  the  issuance 
of  any  part  of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness,  the 
municipality,  by  ordinance,  must  create  an  agency 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to  be 
known  as  the  ^'Port  of  Baltimore  Commission", 
and  confer  upon  it  certain  powers  and  duties,  and 
authorized  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, by  ordinance,  to  dissolve  the  aforemen- 
tioned The  Port  Development  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  and  to  transfer  to,  and  vest  in, 
the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commission  any  or  all  of 
the  power  and  authority  which  has  heretofore 
been  conferred  upon  The  Port  Development  Com- 
mission of  the  City  of  Baltimore  by  law ;  and 
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Whereas,  it  is  now  advisable  and  necessary  to 
establish  and  create  the  "Port  of  Baltimore 
Commission''  and  confer  upon  it  certain  powers 
and  duties ;  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  and  requirements  of  Chapter  201  of 
the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1951  and  Ordinance  No. 
1613  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
approved  April  4,  1951,  there  is  hereby  created  an 
agency  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, to  be  known  as  the  '^Port  of  Baltimore 
Commission". 

The  Commission  shall  consist  of  seven  mem- 
bers. The  Director  of  Public  Works  of  the  Mayoi* 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  be,  ex  officio, 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  and  he 
shall  serve  as  a  member  thereof  during  the  time 
he  holds  said  office.  One  member  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Governor  of  Maryland  to  repre- 
sent the  State  of  Maryland;  one  person  shall  be 
nominated  jointly  by  the  Congress  of  Industrial 
Organizations  of  Baltimore  City,  The  Interna- 
tional Association  of  Machinists  of  Baltimore 
City,  The  Brotherhood  of  Railroad  Trainmen  of 
Baltimore  City  and  The  American  Federation  of 
Labor  of  Baltimore  City,  and  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  Commission  shall  be  nominated  as 
follows:  one  member  by  The  Maryland  Motor 
Truck  Association ;  one  member  by  the  Baltimore 
Association  of  Commerce ;  one  member  by  The 
Steamship  Trade  Association,  and  one  member  by 
the  railroads  operating  in  Baltimore  City  and 
serving  the  Port_  of  Baltimore.  In  the  event  any 
one  or  more  of  said  persons  or  groups  fails  or  fail 
to  name  his,  its  or  their  nominee  or  nominees 
within  a  period  of  two  (2)  weeks  after  being  re- 
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quested  to  do  so  by  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City, 
then  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  may  designate 
a  member  or  members  to  represent  the  State  or 
the  group  or  groups  so  failing  to  name  its  or  their 
nominee  or  nominees,  and  the  action  of  the  Mayor 
shall  be  final.  All  appointive  members  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
Baltimore  City  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Sec- 
tion 12  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  and  the 
provisions  of  Section  14  of  said  Charter  need  not 
be  complied  with  in  view  of  the  manner  in  which 
nominees  for  membership  on  the  Commission  are 
to  be  named. 

The  term  of  each  appointive  member  shall  be 
four  (4)  years,  or  until  his  successor  qualifies  and 
takes  office,  except  that  the  respective  terms  of  the 
six  members  of  the  Commission  first  appointed 
shall  be  as  follows :  one  member  shall  be  appointed 
for  one  year ;  one  member  shall  be  appointed  for 
two  years;  two  members  shall  be  appointed  for 
three  years,  and  two  members  shall  be  appointed 
for  four  years.  The  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City 
shall  designate  the  terms  of  the  members  of  the 
Commission  first  appointed,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of 
the  Commission,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  serve  as  such  until  the  expiration  of 
his  term  or  his  office  otherwise  becomes  vacant. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  membership  of  the  Com- 
mission caused  by  the  expiration  of  a  term  or  by 
the  resignation,  removal,  death  or  permanent 
absence  from  the  State  of  Maryland  of  an  in- 
cumbent or  by  supervening  incapacity  on  his  part, 
whether  physical  or  mental,  to  discharge  his 
duties,  or  by  any  other  cause  create  such  a 
vacancy,  either  actual  or  in  effect,  shall  be  filled 
for  a  new  term  or  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of 
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such  incumbent,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  herein  for  the  appointment  of 
the  first  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  may  be  re- 
moved from  office  for  cause  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  12  of  the  Charter  of  Balti- 
more City. 

No  appointed  member  of  the  Commission  shall 
receive  any  compensation  for  his  services  on  the 
Commission. 

The  Commission  may  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
proper  transaction  of  any  business.  A  majority 
of  the  Commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to 
transact  any  business.  All  sessions  or  meetings 
of  the  Commission,  except  executive  sessions, 
shall  be  open  to  the  public.  The  Commission  shall 
keep  records  of  its  proceedings,  showing  the  vote 
of  each  member  on  each  question,  or  if  absent  or 
failing  to  vote,  indicate  such  fact.  The  Commis- 
sion shall  keep  a  record  of  all  resolutions,  trans- 
actions, findings,  determinations  and  decisions, 
and  all  the  records  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
kept  in  the  office  of  the  Commission  and  shall  be 
public  records. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
Port  of  Baltimore  Commission  is  hereby  fully  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to : 

1.  Appoint  a  Secretary  or  a  Director  who  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  imposed  upon  him 
by  ordinance  or  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the 
Commission,  and  appoint,  employ,  hire  or  engage 
such  other  assistants,  aides  and  employees  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  performance 
of  the  duties  and  functions  of  the  Commission. 


10  ORDINANCES. 

The  compensation  of  said  Secretary  or  Director 
and  other  assistants,  aides  and  employees  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and 
shall  be  paid  as  provided  in  the  annual  Ordinance 
of  Estimates ; 

2.  With  the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  employ  or  hire,  from  time  to  time,  by 
contract,  consulting,  planning  or  designing  en- 
gineers or  architects  or  other  persons  possessing 
technical  or  specialized  skills  in  connection  with 
the  duties,  powers  and  functions  of  the  Commis- 
sion; 

3.  Administer  and  supervise  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1951 
and  Ordinance  No.  1613  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  April  4,  1951,  or 
any  additional  ordinance  or  ordinances  which  may 
be  hereafter  enacted  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1951,  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  the  expenditure  and 
disposition  thereof ; 

4.  Exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers,  duties 
and  functions  mentioned  in  Section  4  of  Chapter 
201  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1951  and  Section 
6  of  Ordinance  No.  1613  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  April  4,  1951,  as 
said  Sections  are  now  written  or  as  they  hereafter 
may  be  amended,  or  mentioned  in  any  additional 
ordinance  or  ordinances  which  may  be  enacted 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  201  of  the 
Laws  of  Maryland  of  1951,  which  are  contemplat- 
ed or  intended  to  be  exercised  and  performed  by 
the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commission; 
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5.  Negotiate  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  connection  with  the 
acquisition  of  land  and  property  of  every  kind, 
and  any  right,  interest,  franchise,  easement  or 
privilege  therein,  including  land  or  property  and 
any  right  or  interest  therein  already  devoted  to 
any  public  use,  in  adjoining  or  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Patapsco  liiver  or  its  tributaries,  by  purchase, 
lease,  gift,  condemnation,  or  any  other  legal 
means,  for  or  in  connection  with  extending, 
developing  or  improving  the  harbor  or  port  of 
Baltimore  and  its  facilities  and  the  highways  and 
approaches  thereto ;  provided,  however,  that  the 
Commission  shall  not  have  any  power  or  authority 
to  condemn  land  or  property  or  any  right,  in- 
terest, franchise,  easement  or  privilege  therein  in 
connection  with  any  of  the  matters  or  things  con- 
templated or  authorized  to  be  done  under  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws 
of  Maryland  of  1951  or  Ordinance  No.  1613  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved 
April  4,  1951,  or  any  additional  ordinance  or  or- 
dinances which  may  be  hereafter  enacted  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of 
Maryland  of  1951 ; 

6.  Negotiate  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  establish,  develop,  re- 
develop, construct,  erect,  enlarge,  extend,  alter, 
improve,  renovate,  modernize  or  equip  piers, 
docks,  wharves,  w^arehouses,  sheds,  transit  sheds, 
buildings,  structures  and  other  facilities  or  ap- 
purtenances necessary  or  useful  in  connection 
with  the  operation  of  a  modern  port,  on,  above, 
under  or  in  any  land  or  property  now  or  which 
hereafter  may  be  owned  or  otherwise  held  or  con- 
trolled by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more or  by  any  private,  public  or  quasi  public 
corporation,  partnership,  association,  person  or 
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other  legal  entity;  and  repair,  maintain,  operate, 
control  and  regulate  any  and  all  such  piers,  docks, 
wharves,  buildings,  structures  and  other  facilities 
or  appurtenances  which  may  be  established,  con- 
structed or  erected  out  of  any  money  borrowed  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws 
of  Maryland  of  1951,  as  it  is  now  written  or  as  it 
hereafter  may  be  amended,  and  which  hereafter 
for  any  reason  may  be  owned  or  otherwise  held 
or  controlled  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore ; 

7.  With  the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  establish  fees,  rentals  or  charges  for 
the  use  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  buildings,  struc- 
tures or  other  facilities  or  appurtenances  owned 
or  otherwise  held  or  controlled  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  collect  such  fees, 
rentals  or  charges ; 

8.  Negotiate  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  connection  with  the  sale, 
lease,  conveyance,  transfer  or  other  disposition  of 
any  of  said  land  or  property,  regardless  of 
whether  or  not  it  is  undeveloped  or  has  been  de- 
veloped, redeveloped,  altered,  or  improved  and  ir- 
respective of  the  manner  or  means  in  or  by  which 
it  may  have  been  acquired,  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  or  the  State  of  Maryland  or  any  political 
sub-division  thereof,  or  any  department  or  agency 
of  any  of  them,  or  to  any  private,  public  or  quasi 
public  corporation,  partnership,  association,  per- 
son or  other  legal  entity,  for  or  in  connection  with 
extending,  developing  or  improving  the  harbor  or 
port  of  Baltimore  and  its  facilities  and  the  high- 
ways and  approaches  thereto; 

9.  With  the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates,   preserve   for   the    United    States   of 
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America,  the  State  of  Maryland  or  any  political 
sub-division  thereof,  including  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  or  any  departments  or 
agencies  of  any  of  them,  any  of  said  land  or 
property,  or  any  rights  or  interests  therein,  for 
public  use,  irrespective  of  the  manner  or  means  in 
or  by  which  it  may  have  been  acquired ; 

10.  On  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  petition  and  negotiate  with  the  United 
States  of  America,  or  the  State  of  Maryland,  or 
any  departments  or  agencies  thereof,  or  any  other 
source,  for  any  loan,  grant  or  aid  of  any  character 
for  or  in  connection  with  extending,  developing  or 
improving  the  harbor  or  port  of  Baltimore  and  its 
facilities  and  the  highways  and  approaches 
thereto ;  and 

11.  Cause  appropriate  provisions  to  be  inserted 
in  any  legal  instrument  pertaining  to  the  sale, 
lease,  conveyance,  transfer  or  other  disposition  of 
any  of  said  land  or  property  to  any  legal  entity 
for  or  in  connection  with  extending,  developing  or 
improving  the  harbor  or  port  of  Baltimore  and  its 
facilities  and  the  highways  and  approaches 
thereto,  to  safeguard  and  protect  the  rights  and 
interests  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, and  all  covenants,  provisions  and  restric- 
tions contained  in  any  such  legal  instrument  shall 
be  binding  on  any  subsequent  purchaser,  lessee, 
transferee  or  any  other  successor  in  interest. 

The  Commission  shall  exercise  all  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  it  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  as  it  is  now  constituted 
or  as  it  hereafter  may  be  amended. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
title  to  all  land  and  property  of  every  kind,  and 
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any  right,  interest,  franchise,  easement  or  privi- 
lege therein,  acquired  for  or  in  connection  with 
extending,  developing  or  improving  the  harbor  or 
port  of  Baltimore  and  its  facilities  and  the  high- 
ways and  approaches  thereto,  shall  be  taken  in  the 
name  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

All  contracts  and  other  legal  instruments 
entered  into  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  for  or  in  connection  with  any  and  all  of 
the  matters  and  things  mentioned  in  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  executed  in  the  usual 
manner,  and  the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commission 
shall  not  have  any  authority  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts or  other  legal  instruments  either  in  its  own 
name  or  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore ;  unless  otherwise  specific- 
ally provided  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  no 
officer,  official,  member  or  employee  of  the  Port  of 
Baltimore  Commission  shall  be  or  become 
financially  interested  in  any  way  in  any  land  or 
property  which  may  be  acquired  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  or  in  connection 
with  extending,  developing  or  improving  the 
harbor  or  port  of  Baltimore  and  its  facilities  and 
the  highways  and  approaches  thereto. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  The 
Port  Development  Commission  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  which  was  created  by  Ordinance  No. 
377  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
approved  July  2,  1920,  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more by  Chapter  560  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of 
1920,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  declared  dissolved. 
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The  Port  Development  Commission  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and 
directed  to  assign,  transfer  and  convey  any  and 
all  right,  title  and  interest  which  it  now  has  or  may 
hereafter  have  in  and  to  any  and  all  property, 
real,  personal  and/or  mixed,  of  every  kind, 
character  and  description,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  contracts,  leases  and  other  legal  instru- 
ments, monies  and  appropriations,  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
parties. 

Any  and  all  appropriations  or  funds  hereto- 
fore made  to,  or  for  the  account  of,  The  Port 
Development  Commission  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more are  hereby  transferred  to,  or  for  the  account 
of,  the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commission,  and  said 
appropriations  or  funds  shall  be  used  for  or  in 
connection  with  the  powers,  duties  and  functions 
of  the  Port  of  Baltimore  Commission  in  the  man- 
ner and  to  the  extent  authorized  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Port  of  Baltimore  Commission  is  hereby  fully 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed,  in  the  place 
and  stead  of  The  Port  Development  Commission 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  exercise  and  perform 
all  of  the  powers,  duties  and  functions  which  The 
Port  Development  Commission  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  heretofore  exercised  or  performed  or 
was  authorized  to  exercise  or  perform  in  connec- 
tion with  the  matters  and  things  mentioned  in  or 
contemplated  by,  and  the  issuance  of  the  stock  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  expenditure  of  the 
proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  stock  or 
certificates  of  indebtedness  authorized  to  be  issued 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of.  Chapter  560  of 
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the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1920,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  242  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1929,  and 
Ordinances  Nos.  539  and  1097  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  October  2, 
1928  and  Jnly  16,  1930,  respectively,  set  forth  in 
the  following  sections  or  portions  of  the  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more: 

(a)  Sections  2  and  3  of  Chapter  560  of  the  Laws 
of  Maryland  of  1920,  as  amended  by  Section  1  of 
Chapter  242  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1929 ;

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  no- 
thing contained  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  taken 
or  construed  to  directly  or  indirectly  repeal, 
amend,  alter,  modify  or  affect  in  any  manner  or  to 
any  extent,  except  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent 
specifically  and  definitely  set  forth  in  this  or- 
dinance, (a)  any  of  the  stock  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  that  heretofore  have  been  issued  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  560  of  the  Laws  of 
Maryland  of  1920,  as  amended  by  Chapter  242  of 
the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1929,  and  Ordinances 
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Nos.  539  and  1097  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  approved  October  2,  1928  and  July 
16,  1930,  respectively,  or  any  other  law;  (b)  the 
power  and  authority  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  to  issue  and  sell  the  balance  of 
the  unissued  stock  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  here- 
tofore authorized  and  approved  to  l)e  issued  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  under 
the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Chapters  of  the 
Laws  of  Maryland  and  ordinances  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  any  other  law; 
(c)  any  act  or  thing  or  any  contract,  lease,  agree- 
ment or  other  legal  instrument  heretofore  done, 
made  or  entered  into  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  or  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  said  muni- 
cipality, or  The  Port  Development  Commission  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  any  of  them,  or  any 
combination  of  two  or  more  of  them,  under  the 
provisions  of  any  of  the  aforementioned  Chapters 
of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  or  ordinances  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  any  other 
law,  or  in  connection  with  any  of  the  matters  or 
things  mentioned  in  or  contemplated  by  any  of  the 
aforementioned  Chapters  of  the  Laws  of  Mary- 
land or  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  or  any  other  law;  or  (d)  any  of  the 
powers,  duties  or  functions  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  or  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  said 
municipality,  or  any  of  them,  or  any  combination 
of  two  or  more  of  them,  under  the  provisions  of 
any  of  the  aforementioned  Chapters  of  the  Laws 
of  Maryland  or  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  any  other  law,  or  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  the  matters  or  things  men- 
tioned in  or  contemplated  by  any  of  the  aforesaid 
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Chapters  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  or  ordinances 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or 
any  other  law. 

Insofar  as  any  other  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  any 
other  law  or  resolution,  or  any  part  thereof,  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  controlling. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained^  That  in 
case  it  be  judicially  determined  that  any  word, 
phrase,  clause,  sentence,  paragraph  or  section  in 
this  ordinance,  or  the  application  thereof  to  any 
person  or  circumstance,  be  invalid,  the  remaining 
provisions  and  the  application  of  such  provisions 
to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be 
affected  thereby. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

Whekeas,  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  by  Ordinance  No.  1077  of  1950,  ap- 
proved the  construction  of  a  low  rent  housing 
project  at  the  site  known  as  Cherry  Hill ;  and 
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Whereas,  The  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore 
City,  in  the  construction  of  said  low  rent  housing 
project,  has  determined  that  it  is  necessary  and 
proper,  and  it  is  in  fact  necessary  and  proper, 
that  it  use  certain  parcels  of  land  which  constitute 
Round  Road  as  originally  laid  out,  thirty  feet  wide 
and  as  proposed  to  be  widened ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore 
City  has  agreed  to  convey  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  certain  other  parcels  of  land 
to  be  used  for  the  relocation  of  Round  Road ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore 
City,  in  order  to  acquire  a  fee  simple  title  to  those 
parcels  of  land  hereinafter  described,  has  brought 
in  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  a  suit  of 
condemnation  in  which  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  are  named  as  Defendants ;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  provisions  of  Section  12  of 
Article  -l-iA  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland 
(1939  Edition),  the  Housing  Authority  of  Balti- 
more City  may  condemn  property  in  the  public 
use  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  only  with  the  consent 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore ;  and 

Whereas,  The  hereinafter  described  parcels, 
are  no  longer  required  for  the  public  use ;  there- 
fore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  its  consent  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  condemnation  by 
the  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore  City  of  all 
its  right,  title  and  interest  in  those  two  parcels  of 
land,  situate  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  State  of 
Maryland,   including   all   easements   of  passage. 
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public  user  and  other  easements,  rights  and 
privileges  vested  in  it  as  trustee  for  the  public, 
together  with  the  improvements  thereon,  if  any, 
and  described  as  follows ;

An  ordinance  to  amend  Sheets  Nos.  33  and  34  of  the  Use

March  30.  1931,  known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  as  said 
Sheets  were  approved  by  Ordinance  No.  1294  of  .June  22, 
1950  by  changing  from  the  '"Residential  Use  District"  to 
the  "First  Commercial  Use  District",  for  use  as  a  planned 
shopping  center  only  and  subject  to  the  provisions  set  out 
in  the  form  of  agreement  contained  herein,  the  property 
between  Gwynns  Falls  Parkway,  Tioga  Parkway,  Reisters- 
town  Road  and  Liberty  Heights  Avenue,  as  outlined  in 
red  on  the  four  plats  occompanying  this  ordinance. 

Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  a  planned  first  com- 
mercial use  area,  satisfying  the  conditions  here- 
inafter set  forth,  within  the  area  outlined  in  red  on 
the  four  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance  will 
be  in  the  public's  best  interest  and  a  contribution 
to  the  safety,  welfare  and  convenience  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Baltimore,  including  among  other  things  the 
improvement  of  traffic  and  parking  conditions 
within  the  City,  and 

Whereas,  The  present  record  owner  of  the 
aforementioned  land  outlined  in  red  on  the  afore- 
mentioned plats,  the  Mondawmin  Corporation,  a 
Maryland  corporation,  has  expressed  its  willing- 
ness as  set  forth  in  the  form  of  Agreement  herein- 
after set  out  to  develop  the  aforementioned  prop- 
erty as  a  planned  shopping  center  only,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  City  of  Baltimore's  changing 
the  use  of  the  property  from  ''the  residential  use 
district"  to  ''the  first  commercial  use  district", 
and  providing,  among  other  things  in  said  Agree- 
ment, that  the  final  layout  of  the  area  for  a 
planned  shopping  center  and  other  plans  in  con- 
nection with  the  development  of  said  area  as  such 
be  first  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sheets  Nos.  33 
and  34  of  the  Use  District  Maps  accompanying 
Ordinance  No.  1247,  approved  March  30,  1931, 
known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  as  said  Sheets 
were  approved  by  Ordinance  No.  1294  of  June  22, 
1950,  be  and  they  are  hereby  amended  by  chang- 
ing from  the  "Residential  Use  District''  to  the 
"First  Commercial  Use  District",  for  use  as  a 
planned  shopping  center  only  and  provided  the 
present  owner  of  the  property  enters  into  an 
Agreement  with  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  upon  the  terms  stated  in  the  form  of 
Agreement  hereinafter  set  out  and  the  Agreement 
is  recorded  among  the  Land  Records  of  Balti- 
more City,  the  property  between  Gwynns  Falls 
Parkway,  Tioga  Parkway,  Reisterstown  Road  and 
Liberty  Heights  Avenue,  as  outlined  in  red  on  the 
four  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  upon  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  by  the  City  Council, 
as  evidence  of  the  authenticity  of  the  plat  which 
is  a  part  hereof,  and  in  order  to  give  notice  to  the 
departments  which  are  administering  the  Zoning- 
Ordinance,  the  said  plats  shall  be  signed  by  the 
President  of  the  City  Council,  and  upon  approval 
of  the  ordinance  by  the  Mayor,  and  upon  the 
execution  by  the  owner  of  said  property  and  by 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  City  on  behalf  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  which  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  do,  of  an  Agreement  in  the 
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form  set  out  herein,  said  plats  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  the  ordinance 
and  one  of  the  plats  to  the  Board  of  Municipal 
and  Zoning  Appeals,  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  and 
one  of  the  plats  to  the  Planning  Commission,  and 
a  copy  of  the  ordinance  and  one  of  the  plats  to 
the  Building  Inspection  Engineer. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
form  and  terms  of  the  aforesaid  Agreement  shall 
be  as  follows: 

''This  Agreement,  Made,  and  executed  in 
triplicate,  this  day  of  1951,  by  and  be- 

tween the  Mondawmin  Corporation,  a  body  corpo- 
rate of  the  State  of  Maryland,  hereinafter  called 
'Corporation',  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  hereinafter  called  'City'. 

"Whereas,  It  is  proposed  to  request  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  change  from  '  the 
residential  use  district'  to  'the  first  commercial 
use  district'  the  property  situated  in  Baltimore 
City,  Maryland,  between  Gwynns  Falls  Parkway, 
Tioga  Parkway,  Eeisterstown  Road  and  Liberty 
Heights  Avenue,  being  the  area  outlined  in  red  on 
the  plat  accompanying  this  Agreement,  and  being- 
property  now  vested  of  record  in  the  afore- 
mentioned Corporation,  and 

"Whereas,  It  is  believed  that  the  re-zoning  of 
said  area  to  a  'first  commercial  use  district'  so 
as  to  permit  a  planned  shopping  center  only  will 
be  a  contribution  to  the  safety,  welfare  and  con- 
venience of  the  people  of  Baltimore,  including 
among  other  things  the  improvement  of  traffic  and 
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parking  condtions  within  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
and 

*^ Whereas,  The  aforementioned  Corporation, 
owner  of  the  land  aforesaid,  has  agreed  to  develop 
the  aforementioned  property  as  a  planned  shop- 
ping center  in  consideration  of  the  City's  chang- 
ing the  property  to  'the  first  commercial  use 
district'  and  the  Corporation  further  agrees  as  a 
part  of  said  consideration  to  lay  out,  develop  and 
maintain  the  shopping  center  as  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

''Now  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Wit- 
NEssETH,  That  for  and  in  consideration  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore's  passing  an 
ordinance  changing  from  'the  residential  use 
district'  to  'the  first  commercial  use  district'  and 
of  the  mutual  benefits  to  each  of  the  parties  hereto, 
the  parties,  for  themselves,  their  respective  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  do  hereby  covenant  and  agree 
as  follows : 

"The  Corporation  agrees : 

1.  To  lay  out,  develop  and  maintain  the  afore- 
mentioned property  as  a  planned  shopping  center 
in  accordance  with  plans  approved  by  the  Plan- 
ning Commission  of  Baltimore  City. 

2.  That  all  entrances  and  exits  to  and  from  the 
aforementioned  property  shall  be  constructed  and 
maintained  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  aforementioned  Planning  Commis- 
sion. 

3.  That  no  gasoline  service  stations  are  to  be 
located  and  maintained  on  major  traffic-ways 
within  or  binding  said  area  and  that  said  gasoline 
service  stations  shall  only  be  placed  and  main- 
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tained  at  locations  approved  by  the  aforemention- 
ed Planning  Commission. 

4.  To  provide  and  maintain  within  said  area 
adequate  off-street  parking  facilities. 

5.  That  no  more  than  twenty  (20)  per  cent  of 
the  land  will  be  occupied  by  buildings. 

6.  That  no  building  or  structure  to  exceed  a 
height  of  one  and  one-half  times  the  width  of  the 
nearest  street  shall  be  erected. 

^ '  The  City  and  the  Corporation  agree : 

1.  That  the  Planning  Commission  of  Baltimore 
City  be  and  it  is  hereby  designated  the  agency  of 
the  City  and  the  ordinance  ratifying  this  Agree- 
ment shall  have  the  force  and  effect  to  confer  on 
it  full  and  complete  power  to  supervise,  approve 
and  enforce  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  all  of  the  matters  set  forth 
herein  to  be  executed  and  carried  out  by  the 
Corporation. 

2.  The  Planning  Commission  shall  have  the  au- 
thority to  reasonably  modify  from  time  to  time 
any  of  the  provisions  herein  set  forth  provided 
such  modification  does  not  substantially  deviate 
from  the  general  plan  intended  to  be  accomplished 
by  this  Agreement  and  the  ordinance  ratifying  it. 

3.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Planning  Com- 
mission, shall  have  full  power  to  enforce  all  of  the 
provisions  set  forth  in  this  Agreement  and  in  the 
ordinance  ratifying  the  same  and  to  do  so  by  all 
legal  means  now  or  hereafter  made  available. 

4.  That  the  Corporation  shall  comply  with  all 
applicable  rules,  regulations,  ordinances  and  laws 
of  Baltimore  City. 
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5.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  shall 
be  binding  upon  and  enforceable  against  the  said 
Corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and  all 
subsequent  owners,  their  respective  heirs,  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  of  the  property  herein  de- 
scribed. 

6.  That  an  executed  copy  of  this  Agreement 
shall  be  recorded  among  the  Land  Records  of 
Baltimore  City.

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  article 
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be  and  it  is  hereby  added  to  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1927  Edition),  said  new  article  to  be  known 
as  Article  19,  to  follow  immediately  after  Article 
18  thereof,  to  be  under  the  title  ^' Human  Rela- 
tions," and  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  19 
Human  Relations 

1.  Declaration  of  Policy.  In  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, with  its  great  cosmopolitan  population  con- 
sisting of  large  numbers  of  people  of  every  race, 
color,  religion,  national  origin  and  ancestry,  no 
greater  menace  threatens  the  peace,  good  order, 
security  and  welfare  of  the  City  and  its  in- 
habitants than  the  existence  within  it  of  groups 
antagonistic  to  one  another  and  prejudiced 
against  each  other  because  of  differences  of  race, 
color,  religion,  national  origin  or  ancestry. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
hereby  finds  and  declares  that  such  group  con- 
flicts, antagonisms  and  tensions  threaten  not  only 
the  rights  and  proper  privileges  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  City  but  menace  the  institutions  and 
foundations  of  a  free,  democratic  society ;  and  that 
to  reduce  and  eliminate  such  prejudice,  conflicts, 
antagonisms  and  tensions  an  instrumentality 
should  be  and  is  hereby  established  through  which 
the  residents  of  Baltimore  may  be  kept  informed 
of  the  status  of  human  relations,  through  which 
the  officers,  departments  and  bureaus  of  the  City 
may  obtain  expert  advice  and  experience,  and 
through  which  the  City  of  Baltimore  officially  may 
encourage  and  bring  about  tolerance  and  good 
Tvdll,  and  encourage  such  private  organizations 
that  may  be  engaged  in  the  promotion  of  good  will 
and  democratic  attitudes  toward  all  people. 
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2.  Establishmeiit  of  Commission.  There  is 
hereby  established  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  a 
Commission  to  be  known  as  the  Commission  on 
Human  Relations,  consisting  of  twenty  members, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  as  Chairman,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  Of  the  members  first 
appointed,  six  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year, 
seven  for  two  years  and  seven  for  three  years. 
Thereafter,  all  regular  appointments  to  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  for  a  term  of  three  years.  In  the 
event  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member, 
or  a  vacancy  for  any  reason,  a  successor  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  unexpired  period  of  the  term  for 
which  such  member  had  been  appointed.  The 
members  of  the  Commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation. 

3.  Duties  and  Functions.  The  Commission 
shall  have  the  following  duties  and  functions : 

A.  To  institute  and  conduct  educational  pro- 
grams to  promote  the  equal  rights  and  op- 
portunities of  all  persons,  regardless  of 
race,  color,  religion,  ancestry  or  national 
origin. 

B.  To  initiate  studies  concerning  the  current 
status  of  civil  rights,  inter-group  relations 
and  discriminatory  practices. 

C.  To  conduct  and  publish  an  annual  survey  or 
community  audit  of  the  status  of  human 
rights  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

D.  To  create  such  advisory  councils,  commit 
tees  or  sub-committees  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Commission  will  aid  in  carrying  out 
the  purposes  of  this  Article  and  to  cooper- 
ate with  such  councils,  committees  or  sub- 
committees toward  such  ends. 
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E.  To  recommend  to  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council,  such  legislation  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Commission  is  necessary  or  desirable 
to  aid  it  in  carrying  out  its  purposes  and 
functions  under  this  Article. 

4.  Cooperation  with  Civic  Groups.  The  Com- 
mission shall  invite  and  enlist  the  cooperation  of 
racial,  religious  and  ethnic  groups,  community 
organizations,  labor  and  business  organizations, 
fraternal  and  benevolent  societies,  veterans'  or- 
ganizations, professional  and  technical  organiza- 
tions, and  other  groups  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
in  carrying  out  its  duties,  functions  and  purposes 
under  this  Article.  The  Commission  may  aid  in 
the  formation  of  local  community  groups  in  such 
neighborhoods  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  de- 
sirable to  carry  out  specific  programs  designed  to 
lessen  tensions  or  antagonisms  and  to  improve 
group  understanding  and  harmony  in  the  com- 
munity. 

5.  Reports  and  Publications.  The  Commission 
may  publish  such  studies  and  the  results  of  such 
investigations  and  public  hearings  as  in  its  judg- 
ment will  tend  to  effectuate  the  policy  and  pur- 
poses of  this  Article.  The  Commission  shall  make 
to  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  an  annual  re- 
port of  its  activities  and  accomplishments.  Such 
report  shall  be  published  and  available  for  general 
distribution. 

6.  Construction.  The  provisions  of  this  Article 
shall  be  construed  liberally  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  purposes  thereof. 

7.  Separability.  If  any  clause,  sentence,  para- 
graph or  part  of  this  Article  or  the  application 
thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstances,  shall  for 
any  reason,  be  adjudged  by  a  court  of  competent 
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jurisdiction  to  be  invalid,  such  judgment  shall  not 
affect,  impair  or  invalidate  the  remainder  of  this 
Article.

said  pipes  from  the  streets  without  cost  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  upon  sixty  (60)  days  notice 
given  by  the  Mayor  and  Highways  Engineer. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at  all 
times,  be  subject  to  such  license,  taxes,  assess- 
ments and  charges  as  may  be  duly  and  lawfully 
imposed  upon  persons,  firms  and  corpora- 
tions engaged  in  the  business  of  supplying 
heat  and  refrigeration,  or  either,  and  for  that 
purpose  using  the  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  of 
the  City.  It  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  City 
ordinances  now  in  existence,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  lawfully  passed,  relating  to  the  use  of 
public  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  or  relating  to  the 
work  of  putting  subways  or  pipe  lines  under 
ground  and  maintaining  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  not 
at  any  time  excavate  or  encumber  more  of  any 
street,  lane  or  alley,  within  the  district  described 
in  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance,  or  that  may  be 
designated  in  any  permission  that  shall  hereafter 
be  granted  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  as 
provided  in  Section  3  of  this  Ordinance,  than  shall 
be  necessary  to  enable  it  to  perform  with  proper 
economy  the  work  of  laying  said  subways  or  pipe 
lines,  nor  shall  it  permit  such  excavation  or  en- 
cumbrance to  remain  for  a  longer  period  than 
shall  be  reasonably  necessary  to  do  the  work  for 
which  such  excavation  shall  have  been  made,  and 
it  shall  promptly  obey  and  comply  with  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Highways  Engineer  in  the  efficient  and 
diligent  performance  of  said  work. 
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Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  said 
subways  and  pipe  lines  shall  be  laid  at  least  two 
(2)  feet  below  the  surface  of  said  streets,  lanes 
or  alleys,  and  shall  be  so  laid  as  not  to  obstruct 
or  interfere  unnecessarily  with  public  travel,  or 
to  do  damage  to  public  or  private  property  whilst 
the  work  of  excavation  and  laying  and  construct- 
ing said  subways  and  pipe  lines  shall  be  going  on ; 
provided,  however,  that  the  sizes  and  dimensions 
of  the  conduits  in  which  the  said  heating  and  re- 
frigerating pipes  are  laid  and  enclosed  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  from  time  to  time  of  the 
Highways  Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  as  to  each 
street,  lane  or  alley,  or  section  thereof,  in  which 
said  conduits  are  to  be  laid  or  renewed  from  time 
to  time ;  and  provided  further  that  the  transverse 
cross  section  of  the  conduits  in  which  the  said 
refrigeratng  and  heating  pipes  are  laid  and  en- 
closed shall  in  no  case  be  of  greater  horizontal  or 
vertical  dimensions  than  four  (4)  feet. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  no- 
thing in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  give 
to  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  an 
exclusive  right  to  occupy  any  of  the  streets,  lanes 
or  alleys  embraced  in  and  covered  by  the  terms  of 
this  Ordinance,  nor  to  prevent  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  from  granting  similar 
privileges  to  any  other  person  or  company,  nor 
to  prevent  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more from  granting  to  such  other  person  or  com- 
pany the  privilege  of  laying  such  subways,  pipe 
lines,  ducts  or  conduits  in  juxtaposition  to  those 
embraced  in  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
liable  for  and  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless 
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the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against 
any  and  all  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  demands, 
damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  to  which  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
be  subjected  by  reason  of,  or  in  anywise  resulting 
from  the  presence,  construction,  use,  operation, 
maintenance,  alteration,  repair,  location,  reloca- 
tion and/or  removal  of  said  subways  and  pipe 
lines  and  appurtenances,  or  any  of  them,  and 
whether  such  suit  or  suits,  losses,  claims,  de- 
mands, damages,  costs  and/or  expenses  be 
against,  suffered  or  sustained  by  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  or  be  against,  suffered  or  sus- 
tained by  other  corporations  and  persons  to  whom 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council  may  become 
liable  therefor. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall, 
upon  notification  by  the  Highways  Engineer  or 
other  proper  municipal  official,  that  the  City  in- 
tends to  repair,  relocate,  alter  or  lay  sewers,  water 
or  other  pipes,  or  wires  or  other  municipal  con- 
struction belonging  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at 
once  proceed  to  remove,  relocate  or  alter  any  of 
its  subways  or  pipe  lines  that  may  interfere  with 
the  progress  of  such  work  by  the  Highways 
Engineer,  or  other  proper  municipal  official,  or 
else,  at  the  option  of  the  Highways  Engineer,  pro- 
tect the  same,  at  its  expense  and  without  cost  to 
the  City,  and  if  at  any  time  or  times  hereafter  in 
the  performance  of  any  public  work  (whether  the 
said  work  be  performed  and/or  financed,  either  in 
whole  or  in  part,  by  the  City,  the  State,  and/or 
the  Federal  Government,  or  any  of  their 
agencies),  the  said  Highways  Engineer  shall  in  his 
judgment  determine  that  the  public  interest,  con- 
venience, safety,  and/or  welfare  require  the  ad- 
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justing,  altering,  shifting,  moving,  relocating,  sup- 
porting, protecting  and/or  accommodating  of  any 
or  all  of  said  subways,  pipe  lines  and  appurten- 
ances the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shall,  in  any  and  all  such  cases,  promptly  upon 
written  notice  from  the  Highways  Engineer  and  at 
the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  Grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  adjust,  alter,  shift,  move, 
relocate,  support,  protect  and/or  accommodate 
their  said  subways,  pipe  lines  and  appurtenances, 
in  whole  or  in  part  and  temporarily  or  permanent- 
ly, so  as  to  fully  meet  the  exigencies  occasioning 
such  notice.  And  further,  in  the  event  that 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  in  the 
construction,  prosecution  or  repair  of  its  work  in- 
jure any  sewer,  water  or  other  pipes,  wires  or 
facilities  belonging  to  the  City,  the  City  may  re- 
pair the  same  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the 
said  Grantee. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  for  and  on  behalf  of  itself,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  accept  the 
same  in  writing,  which  acceptance  shall  be  filed 
in  the  Office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  within 
said  period  of  thirty  (30)  days. 

Sec.  13.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be 
entitled  to  charge  all  persons  and  corporations  to 
whom  it  shall  furnish  refrigeration  or  heat  under 
this  Ordinance  such  sum  or  sums,  its  rates  being 
fair  and  reasonable,  for  such  refrigeration  or  heat 
as  established  by  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  The  Public  Service  Commission  of  Maryland. 

Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
franchises  and  privileges  hereby  granted  are 
granted  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  Mayor  and 
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City  Council  of  Baltimore  as  expressed  and  re- 
served in  the  Baltimore  City  Charter. 

Sec.  15.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  and  retain  the  power  and  right  to 
reasonably  regulate,  in  the  public  interest,  the 
exercise  of  the  right  herein  granted,  and  that  the 
said  right  shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  within 
six  (6)  months  after  the  grant,  and  that  the  right 
herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  en- 
joyed for  the  period  of  twenty-five  (25)  years,  and 
with  the  further  right  to  said  Grantee,  at  a  fair 
revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation  the 
value  derived  from  said  right,  to  renewals  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five  (25)  years, 
the  said  revaluation  hereinbefore  provided  for  to 
be  determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
and  the  other  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they  shall  be 
unable  to  agree  between  themselves,  shall  appoint 
a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority 
of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  as 
to  the  revaluation  aforesaid ;  provided,  that  if  the 
said  arbitrators  shall,  after  a  reasonable  time,  fail 
to  agree  upon  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  such  umpire. 

Sec.  16.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is 
hereby  agreed  by  said  Grantee  for  itself,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  to  pay  annually  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  as  compensation 
for  the  use  and  occupation  by  them  of  the  streets, 
lanes  and  alleys  of  the  City  under  the  terms  of 
this  Ordinance,  in  lieu  of  an  easement  tax,  the 
sum  of  Five  Cents  (5^)  per  lineal  foot  of  conduit 
(exclusive  of  house  connections),  for  all  subways 
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and  pipe  lines  when  the  transverse  horizontal 
dimension  of  the  conduits  in  which  the  heating 
and  refrigerating  pipes  are  laid  and  enclosed 
does  not  exceed  twenty-fonr  (24)  inches,  and  the 
sum  of  Ten  Cents  (10^)  per  lineal  foot  of  conduit 
when  such  transverse  cross  section  of  the  con- 
duits is  in  excess  of  twenty-four  (24)  inches. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in 
consideration  of  the  grant  of  the  franchises  con- 
ferred by  this  Ordinance,  the  said  Consolidated 
Gas  Electric  Light  and  Power  Company  of  Balti- 
more, its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the 
City  Comptroller,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the  sum  of  Five  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($5,000.00),  the  said  sum  to  be  paid 
immediately  upon  the  approval  by  the  Mayor  of 
this  Ordinance,  and  any  privilege  granted  by  the 
Board  of  Estimates  as  provided  in  this  Ordi- 
aance  to  construct,  lay,  operate,  and  maintain  sub- 
ways and  pipe  lines  and  appurtenances  thereto 
under  the  surface  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  executed  and 
enjoyed  by  the  Grantee  within  six  (6)  months 
after  the  grant  thereof. 

Sec.  18.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  Or- 
dinance No.  18,  approved  December  12,  1901 ;  Or- 
dinance No.  900,  approved  December  8,  1926 ;  and 
Ordinance  No.  765,  approved  July  11, 1929,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed ;  Provided,  however, 
that  no  claims,  charges,  and/or  liabilities  which 
have  arisen,  accrued,  or  become  due  under  or  by 
virtue  of  said  ordinances  at  any  time  or  times 
prior  to  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  in  any  way  ai^ected  by  the  repeal  of 
said  ordinances. 
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Sec.  19.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  in  laying  down  and  constructing 
from  time  to  time,  its  said  ralroad  tracks  on  said 
streets  and  alleys,  adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the 
grades  of  said  streets  and  alleys  as  the  same  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law,  and 
shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the  said  tracks  and 
the  spaces  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  thereof  in  thorough 
repair,  and  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  keep  the 
same  free  from  snow  or  other  obstruction,  but 
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without  obstructing  the  other  portions  of  said

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  franchise  and 
rights  hereby  granted  shall  be  the  sum  of  One 
Dollar  ($1.00)  per  lineal  foot  of  single  track  per 
annum,  payable  in  advance,  during  the  continu- 
ance of  said  franchise  and  rights,  the  number  of 
feet  of  track  and  the  total  amount  of  said  annual 
compensation  to  be  fixed  by  the  Highways 
Engineer  of  Baltimore  City  upon  the  measure- 
ment by  him  of  the  actual  number  of  lineal  feet  of 
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track  constructed,  maintained  or  operated  under 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance ;  and  the  said 
grantee  shall  also  pay  all  expenses  of  advertising 
this  ordinance. 

And  in  further  consideration  for  the  franchise 
and  rights  hereby  granted,  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns^  agrees  that  if  at  any  time 
hereafter  the  grade  crossing  at  Potee  Street  is

Patapsco  Avenue,  and  running  thence  in  a  northeasterly 
direction  across  Hanover  Street  by  a  curve  to  the  left  with 
a  radius  of  2305.01  feet  for  a  distance  of  80  feet  to  the  east 
building  line  of  Hanover  Street  at  a  point  705  feet  measur- 
ed northerly  along  said  east  building  line  from  the  north 
building  line  of  Patapsco  Avenue. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  (said  company  being 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  '^grantee")  be,  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  prohibit  the  parking  of  vehicles  on  North- 
way,  between  Wendover  Road  and  Norwood  Road,  during 
certain  hours. 

Section-  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  no  vehicle  shall 
be  permitted  to  stand  longer  than  actually  neces- 
sary to  take  on  or  discharge  passengers,  baggage 
or  merchandise,  between  the  hours  of  8.00  A.  M. 
and  6.00  P.  M.,  daily,  on  Northway,  between 
Wendover  Road  and  Norwood  Road.  Any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  Ten  Dollars 
($10.00)  for  each  and  every  offense.

advertising  or  designation  by  any  other  expres- 
sion or  characterization  closely  similar  to  any  of 
the  foregoing  and  calculated  to  convey  sub- 
stantially the  same  meaning,  all  sales  accompanied 
by  notices  or  advertising  indicating  that  the 
premises  are  available  for  purchase  or  lease,  or 
are  otherwise  to  be  vacated,  all  sales  advertised 
in  any  manner  calculated  to  convey  to  the  public 
the  information  or  belief  that  upon  the  disposal 
of  the  goods  to  be  placed  on  sale  the  business 
being  conducted  at  any  location  will  cease,  or  be 
discontinued,  any  sale  advertised  or  represented 
as  anticipatory  of,  or  to  avoid  the  termination, 
liquidation,  revision,  wind-up,  discontinuance, 
conclusion,  dissolution  or  abandonment  of  the 
business  conducted  at  any  location. 

The  word  "Advertise"  when  used  in  this  sub- 
title shall  mean  to  publish,  circulate,  disseminate, 
or  place  before  the  public  in  any  way  or  through 
any  media  whatever,  for  the  purpose  of  the  sale 
of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and  shall 
specifically  although  not  exclusively  include  ad- 
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vertising  by  outside  or  inside  signs,  including 
neon  or  other  electrical  signs,  advertising  by 
radio,  telephone,  television,  newspaper,  magazine, 
book,  notice,  circular,  pamphlet,  letter,  handbill, 
poster,  placard,  card,  price  tag  or  card,  label  or 
any  other  way  similar  or  dissimilar  to  the  fore- 
going. 

35.  (License  Eequired).  It  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  conduct  a  ' '  Going  Out  of  Busi- 
ness Sale''  of  the  type  defined  herein  without  first 
having  obtained  a  license  for  said  sale  from  the 
licensor  defined  in  this  sub-title.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  to  advertise  a  ''Going  Out 
of  Business  Sale"  before  a  license  therefor  has 
been  applied  for  and  granted  by  the  licensor.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  licensee  to  conduct,  or 
permit,  any  ''Going  Out  of  Business  Sale"  as  de- 
fined in  this  sub-title  for  a  longer  period  or 
periods  of  time  than  provided  for  hereinafter  in 
this  sub-title.  It  shall  be  unla\\^ul  for  any 
licensee  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  not  in  stock  and  in  possession  of 
the  licensee  on  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  applica- 
tion for  a  license  to  conduct  a  "Going  Out  of 
Business  Sale". 

36.  (Application  for  License).  Any  person  de- 
siring to  conduct  a  "Going  Out  of  Business  Sale", 
as  defined  in  this  sub- title,  shall  make  a  written 
application  to  the  licensor,  signed  and  verified  by 
the  applicant  before  a  person  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths  and  each  such  application  shall 
set  forth  and  contain  the  following  information  : 

(1)  The  true  name  and  address  of  the  owmer  of 
the  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  to  be  the  object 
of  the  sale; 
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(2)  A  description  by  street  location,  address 
and  type  of  building  of  the  location  at  which  such 
sale  is  to  be  held ; 

(3)  The  name  of  the  occupant  of  the  location 
in  question  and  whether  by  ownership,  lease  or 
sublease,  and  if  by  lease  or  sublease,  the  effec- 
tive date  of  the  termination  of  such  tenancy  and 
the  name  and  business  address  of  the  lessor  or 
sublessor ; 

(4)  A  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  facts 
in  regard  to  the  ^' Going  Out  of  Business  Sale" 
and  the  reason  why  such  sale  is  to  be  conducted, 
and  the  manner  in  which  such  sale  will  be  con- 
ducted, the  date  of  the  period  of  time  in  which 
the  ^^ Going  Out  of  Business  Sale"  is  to  be  con- 
ducted ; 

(5)  A  complete  and  detailed  inventory  of  the 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  to  be  sold  at  such 
sale  as  disclosed  by  applicant's  records.  All 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  included  in  such 
inventory  shall  have  been  purchased  by  the  ap- 
plicant for  resale  on  bona  fide  orders  without 
cancellation  privileges  and  shall  not  comprise 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  purchased  on 
consignment.  This  inventory  shall  become  a  part 
of  the  application  for  a  license  to  conduct  a 
^^ Going  Out  of  Business  Sale". 

37.  (Investigation  of  Application:  Grounds  for 
Denial).  Upon  receipt  of  the  application,  the 
licensor  may,  in  his  discretion,  make  or  cause  to 
be  made  an  examination,  audit  or  investigation  of 
the  applicant  and  all  of  the  facts  contained  in 
said  application  in  relation  to  the  proposed  sale. 
Said  application  shall  be  denied  or  refused  by  the 
licensor  if  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  facts 
or  circumstances  are  found  by  him  to  exist : 
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(1)  That  the  inventory  contains  goods,  Avares 
or  merchandise  not  purchased  by  the  applicant 
for  resale  on  bona  fide  orders  without  cancella- 
tion privileges ; 

(2)  That  the  inventory  contains  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  purchased  by  the  applicant  on 
consignment ; 

(3)  That  the  applicant,  either  directly  or  in- 
directly, and  within  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  filing  of  the  application,  has  conducted  a  sale 
in  connection  with  which  he  advertised  or  repre- 
sented that  the  entire  business  conducted  at  the 
particular  location  was  to  be  closed  out  or  termi- 
nated ; 

(4)  That  the  applicant  was  granted  a  prior 
license  hereunder  within  one  year  preceding  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  the  application  where  such 
prior  license  was  based  upon  an  application  set- 
ting forth  that  the  entire  business  conducted  at 
a  particular  location  was  to  be  closed  out  or 
terminated ; 

(5)  That  the  applicant  has  theretofore  been 
convicted  of  a  violation  of  this  sub-title. 

(6)  That  the  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  as 
described  in  the  inventory  was  transferred  or  as- 
signed to  the  applicant  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
filing  of  the  application  and  that  said  transfer  or 
assignment  was  not  made  for  a  valuable  and 
adequate  consideration ; 

(7)  That  the  inventory  contains  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  purchased  by  the  applicant  or 
added  to  his  stock  in  contemplation  of  such  sale 
and  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the  same  at  such 
sale.  For  this  purpose  any  unusual  purchase  or 
additions  to  the  stock  of  such  goods,  wares  and 
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merchandise  made  within  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to 
to  the  date  of  the  filing  of  such  application  shall 
be  presumptive  evidence  that  such  purchase  or 
additions  were  made  in  contemplation  of  such  sale 
and  for  the  purpose  of  selling  the  same  at  such 
sale. 

38.  (Granting  License:  Conditions  Thereof). 
When  it  appears  to  the  licensor  that  all  of 
the  statements  in  the  application  are  true  and  that 
the  said  proposed  sale  is  of  the  character  as  repre- 
sented therein,  and  that  the  conduct  of  such  sale 
will  not  be  injurious  to  the  peace,  health,  safety 
and  welfare  of  the  public  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, that  the  application  is  in  full  compliance 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  sub-title, 
and  that  the  required  license  fee  has  been  paid, 
the  licensor  shall  issue  a  revocable  numbered 
permit  to  the  applicant  authorizing  said  applicant 
to  advertise  and  conduct  the  sale  as  described  in 
said  application,  which  license  shall  be  issued  on 
the  following  terms : 

(1)  Such  license  shall  authorize  the  one  type 
of  sale  as  named  and  described  in  the  application 
therefor  at  the  place  named  therein  and  by  the 
particular  licensee  for  a  period  of  not  more  than 
thirty  (30)  consecutive  calendar  days  (Sundays 
and  Legal  Holidays  excluded)  following  the  is- 
suance of  said  permit ; 

(2)  The  sale  authorized  by  said  license  shall 
be  limited  to  the  sale  of  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise described  in  the  inventory  attached  to 
the  application; 

(3)  Upon  the  commencement  of  said  sale  and 
for  its  duration  the  license  issued  hereunder  shall 
be  prominently  displayed  in  the  store  premises  by 
the  licensee ; 
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(4)  Suitable  books  and  records  concerning  said 
sale  shall  be  kept  by  the  licensee  on  the  store 
premises  for  the  duration  of  the  licensed  sale  and 
shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  licensor  or  his 
duly  authorized  representative. 

The  violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  said 
license  as  above  set  forth  shall  be  unlawful  and 
shall  render  said  license  void,  and  each  sale  of 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  not  inventoried  or 
described  in  said  application  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense  under  this  sub-title. 

39.  (Revocation  of  License).  Upon  written 
complaint  being  filed  with  the  licensor,  or  upon  the 
initiative  of  said  licensor,  after  making  an  inves- 
tigation the  licensor  may  revoke  any  license 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  if 
the  licensor  shall  determine  that  any  sale  by  the 
licensee  is  conducted  in  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-title,  or  if  the  licensee  has 
made  any  material  misstatement  in  his  application 
for  said  license ;  if  the  licensee  has  failed  to  in- 
clude in  the  inventory  required  by  the  provisions 
of  this  sub-title  the  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
required  to  be  contained  in  such  inventory;  or  if 
the  licensee  has  added  or  permitted  to  be  added 
to  said  sale,  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  not 
described  in  the  original  application  and  in- 
ventory. 

40.  (Renewal  of  License).  The  licensor  may, 
upon  a  verified  application  therefor,  renew  a 
license  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
title for  one  period  of  time  only  in  addition  to  the 
thirty  (30)  days  permitted  in  the  first  application 
for  license.  The  renewal  period  w^hich  can  be 
granted  by  the  licensor  shall  not  exceed  thirty 
(30)  consecutive  days  (Sundays  and  Legal  Holi- 
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days  excluded)  and  aforesaid  renewal  shall  not 
be  granted  until  the  applicant  has  filed  with  the 
licensor  a  revised  inventory  showing  the  items 
listed  on  the  original  inventory  remaining  unsold, 
and  said  inventory  shall  not  include  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  not  included  in  the  original 
license  application,  and  inventory.  The  fee  for 
this  renewal  of  license  shall  be  Ten  Dollars 
($10.00),  payable  to  the  licensor. 

41.  (Appeal).  If  the  licensor  shall  deny  an  ap- 
plication for  a  license  hereunder,  or  an  applica- 
tion for  a  renewal  of  a  license,  or  shall  revoke  a 
license  already  issued,  the  applicant  may  appeal 
to  the  Baltimore  City  Court. 

42.  (Who  May  Apply  for  ^^  Going  Out  of  Busi- 
ness Sale"  License).  Any  person  who  has  owned 
a  wholesale,  jobbing,  pawn  shop,  manufacturing 
or  retail  business  for  six  months  prior  to  the  date 
set  for  the  proposed  sale  is  eligible  to  make  an 
application  for  a  '^ Going  Out  of  Business  Sale" 
license.  Any  person  who  purchases  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise,  or  a  business  from  another  may 
apply  for  a  license  to  conduct  a  ^' Going  Out  of 
Business  Sale"  at  any  time  after  the  expiration 
of  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  aforesaid  pur- 
chase. Provided  further,  that  if  an  owner  of  a 
business  dies,  his  or  her  heirs,  devisees  or  legatees 
may  apply  at  anytime  for  a  ^^  Going  Out  of  Busi- 
ness Sale"  license. 

43.  (Who  May  Not  Obtain  A  License).  Any 
person  who  has  not  been  the  owner  of  the  busi- 
ness advertised  or  described  in  the  application  for 
a  ^' Going  Out  of  Business  Sale"  license  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  proposed  *' Going  Out  of  Business  Sale"  or 
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has  held  a  "Going  Out  of  Business  Sale"  within 
one  year  last  past  at  the  particular  location, 
shall  not  be  granted  a  "Going  Out  of  Business 
Sale"  license;  except,  however,  the  heirs, 
devisees  or  legatees  of  a  deceased  owner  of  a 
business  may  obtain  a  license  at  any  time. 

44.  (Branch  Stores).  If  the  applicant  for  a 
"Going  Out  of  Business  Sale"  license  owns,  con- 
ducts or  operates  more  than  one  store  or  branch 
store  and  only  one  store  or  branch  store  is  to  go 
out  of  business  and  cease  operations,  the  license 
issued  will  apply  only  to  the  one  store  or  branch 
for  which  it  was  applied  for  and  issued  and  no 
other  store  or  branch  may  advertise  or  represent 
in  any  way  that  it  is  cooperating  with  or  partici- 
pating in  any  way  in  the  licensed  "Going  Out  of 
Business  Sale",  nor  shall  the  licensed  store  or 
any  person  advertise  or  represent  that  any  other 
store  or  branch  is  cooperating  with  or  partici- 
pating in  the  licensed  "Going  Out  of  Business 
Sale".  The  "Going  Out  of  Business  Sale"  con- 
ducted by  any  store  or  branch  of  a  chain  or  group 
of  stores  shall  be  conducted  solely  at  the  location 
of  the  branch  or  store  for  which  the  license  was 
obtained  and  no  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
shall  be  brought  from  any  other  branch  or  store 
and  placed  on  sale  at  the  branch  or  store  licensed 
to  conduct  a  "Going  Out  of  Business  Sale". 

45.  (Exemptions).  The  provisions  in  the  herein 
sub-title  shall  not  apply  to  nor  aifect  the  follow- 
ing persons : 

(1)  Persons  acting  pursuant  to  an  order  or 
process  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction ; 

(2)  Persons  acting  in  accordance  with  their 
powers  and  duties  as  public  officers  such  as 
sheriffs  and  marshals ; 
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(3)  Any  publisher  of  a  newspaper,  magazine,  or 
any  operator  of  a  radio  or  television  broadcasting 
station  who  published  or  broadcasts  any  such  ad- 
vertisement in  good  faith  without  knowledge  of  its 
false,  deceptive  and  misleading  character,  or  with- 
out knowledge  that  the  provisions  of  this  sub- 
title are  not  being  complied  with ; 

(4)  Any  sale  by  public  auction  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  of  any  gold,  silver,  silverplated  ware, 
precious  stones,  watches,  clocks  or  jewelry,  for 
which  a  permit  has  been  granted  under  the  or- 
dinances of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

46.  (Where  Sale  Shall  Be  Held).  A  ^^ Going 
Out  of  Business  Sale",  as  provided  for  in  this 
sub- title,  shall  be  held  only  upon  the  premises 
where  the  business  to  be  licensed  has  been  con- 
ducted for  one  year  last  past ; 

Except,  however,  those  cases  in  which  the  land- 
lord forces  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  business  to 
vacate  the  premises  before  the  ^*  Going  Out  of 
Business  Sale"  can  be  held,  and  except  sales  con- 
ducted by  the  heirs,  devisees  or  legatees  of  the 
deceased  owner  of  the  business. 

47.  (License  Fee).  The  fee  for  the  license  to 
conduct  a  '^ Going  Out  of  Business  Sale",  as  pro- 
vided in  this  sub-title,  shall  be  Twenty-five  Dol- 
lars ($25.00),  payable  to  the  licensor  when  the  ap- 
plication for  a  ^' Going  Out  of  Business  Sale"  is 
filed  with  the  licensor. 

48.  (Penalty).  Any  person  who  violates  any 
provision  of  this  sub-title,  upon  conviction  there- 
of, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  One 
Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  nor  more  than  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00).  Each  violation  shall 
be  considered  a  separate  offense. 
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Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  all 
ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed  to  the  extent  of  such  incon- 
sistency. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  if  it 
be  judicially  determined  that  any  part  of  this  sub- 
title is  invalid,  the  remaining  provisions  shall  not 
be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
hereby  declaring  that  they  would  have  ordained 
the  remaining  sections  of  this  sub-title  without 
the  part  so  held  invalid. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  re-enact,  with  amendments,  Sec- 
tion 1  of  Ordinance  No.  1458,  approved  November  17,  1950, 
entitled  "An  ordinance  authorizing  certain  employees 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  park  their  vehicles 
on  the  east  side  of  St.  Paul  Place,  from  its  intersection  with 
Pleasant  Street  to  the  northern  end  of  the  building  known 
as  413  St.  Paul  Place,  and  prohibiting  the  parking  of  other 
vehicles  in  said  space,"  amending  said  ordinance  to  pro- 
vide that  the  privilege  of  parking  by  certain  employees  of 
the  Department  of  Welfare  shall  be  from  the  intersection 
of  St.  Paul  Place  and  Mulberry  Street  instead  of  Pleasant 
Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  1  of  Ordi- 
nance No.   1458,   approved  November   17,   1950, 
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entitled  ''An  ordinance  authorizing  certain  em- 
ployees of  the  Department  of  Public  "Welfare  to 
park  their  vehicles  on  the  east  side  of  St.  Paul 
Place,  from  its  intersection  with  Pleasant  Street 
to  the  northern  end  of  the  building  known  as  413 
St.  Paul  Place,  and  prohibiting  the  parking  of 
other  vehicles  in  said  space,"  be  and  it  is  hereby 
repealed  and  re-ordained,  with  amendments,  to 
read  as  follows : 

1.  The  individual  employees  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Welfare,  engaged  in  working  in  the 
Children's  Division  with  children  in  adoption 
homes  and  in  foster  homes,  shall  have  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  park  the  motor  vehicles  being  used  by 
them,  whether  personally-owned  or  City-owned, 
on  the  east  side  of  St.  Paul  Place,  from  its 
intersection  with  Mulberry  Street  to  the  north- 
ern end  of  the  building  known  as  413  St. 
Paul  Place,  between  the  hours  of  9.00  A.  M.  and 
4.00  P.  M.,  during  the  time  actually  engaged  on 
said  work;  provided,  there  shall  be  attached  to 
each  such  vehicle  a  card  or  insignia  issued  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  to  the  effect  that  they 
are  engaged  in  the  work  as  provided  for  by  this 
ordinance.

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1402.  Time  Limitation  on  Permits.  All  permits  shall  expire  on 
the  expiration  date  on  the  permit.  In  fixing  the  expiration  date 
the  Commissioner  shall  allow  a  reasonable  time  to  complete  the 
work.  If  the  work  under  a  permit  is  not  completed  before  the  ex- 
piration date  on  the  permit,  that  permit  becomes  null  and  void. 
However,  the  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  an  exten- 
sion of  time  not  in  excess  of  one  year  in  which  to  complete  the 
work,  except  as  otherwise  regulated  in  Section  147  pertaining  to 
Minor  Privilege  Permits  and  Section  148  pertaining  to  License 
Permits. 

1500.  Purpose  of  Certificates  issued  by  the  Commissioner,  as 
provided  for  by  the  provisions  of  this  Code,  is  to  establish  the  status 
of  any  and  all  land,  buildings  and  other  structures  as  to  use,  occu- 
pancy, type  of  construction,  and  any  and  all  other  matters  relating 
thereto;  and  such  certificates  shall  also  certify  that  any  particular 
electrical,  mechanical,  or  other  similar  operation  or  work,  has  been 
performed,  done,  erected  or  installed  substantially  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Code.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  shall  not  be  legally  liable  for  any  error  or  mistake  in  any 
such  certificate  issued,  or  in  any  matter  relating  to  the  issuance  of 
such  certificates,  and  no  one  shall  have  a  right  of  action,  either  at 
law  or  in  equity,  against  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
its  agents  or  employees,  as  a  result  of  or  in  connection  with  any 
error  or  mistake  in  any  such  certificate  or  in  any  matter  relating 
to  the  issuance  of  such  certificate. 

Certificates  shall  be  issued  on  special  forms  provided  by  the  Com- 
missioner and  in  no  event  shall  any  permit  of  whatsoever  kind  be 
construed  or  taken  to  be  a  certificate.

2772.  Treatment  of  Safe  Party  Walls.  Whenever  any  building 
or  other  structure  is  altered,  changed,  razed  or  demolished  so  as  to 
expose  any  party  wall  which  forms  a  part  of  the  building  or  other 
structure  being  altered,  changed,  razed  or  demolished,  the  owner 
of  the  building  or  other  structure  upon  which  any  of  the  aforesaid 
operations  are  being  performed  shall  repair  and  restore  all  flashing 
on  any  adjoining  property  which  has  been  broken  or  damaged  dur- 
ing any  such  operations,  and  shall  remove  any  and  all  plaster  from 
the  exposed  side  of  any  such  party  wall.  All  such  party  walls, 
which  are  not  faced  with  hard  burned  brick  or  which  have  soft 
brick  exposed,  shall  be  cleaned  and  plastered  with  stocco  not  less 
than  one  inch  thick,  and  where  such  party  walls  are  faced  with 
hard  burned  brick  with  no  soft  brick  exposed,  it  will  be  only 
necessary  to  clean  such  walls  and  point  up  all  joints.     All  party 
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walls  which  are  not  safe  shall  be  considered  as  unsafe  party  walls 
and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  2773. 

2932.  Driveways. 

All  entrance  and  exit  driveways  to  and  from  parking  lots,  and 
which  driveways  cross  a  sidewalk  area,  shall  be  arranged,  con- 
structed and  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Highways  Engineer. 

Driveways  inside  of  parking  lots  shall  be  paved  same  as  required 
for  the  parking  area. 

4010.    Classification  of  Occupancies. 

1.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Code,  the  occupancy  of  every  build- 
ing, or  portion  thereof,  shall  be  classified  as  follows: 

Class  I — Public  Assembly. 

Class  II — Private  Assembly. 

Class  III— Dwelling. 

Class  IV — Institutional. 

Class  V— Office. 

Class  VI — Commercial. 

Class  VII— Storage. 

Class  VIII— Industrial. 

Class  IX — Special. 

2.  Commercial  Storage  and  Industrial  occupancies  are  further 
classified  into  high  hazard,  moderate  hazard,  low  hazard  and  no 
hazard  occupancies  in  Chapters  46,  47  and  48  respectively. 

3.  Portions  or  rooms  of  any  occupancy  may  be  classified  further 
as  an  extremely  hazardous  use  and  be  subject  to  special  regulations 
under  such  classification. 

4094.     Maintenance  and  Operation  of  Fire  Protection.     The 

maintenance  and  operation  of  fire  extinguishing  appliances  and 
equipment,  and  the  provision  for  all  portable  fire  extinguishing 
appliances  and  equipment,  in  buildings  for  all  occupancies  shall  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Fire  Department,  who  shall  also  en- 
force all  regulations  pertaining  thereto. 

4262.  School  Rooms.  All  classrooms  in  schools  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  windows  having  a  net  glass  area  at  least  18  per  cent 
of  the  floor  area  of  such  room. 
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Recreation  rooms  shall  have  windows  of  at  least  10  per  cent 
of  the  floor  area^  and  study  rooms  in  elementary  schools  shall  have 
windows  of  at  least  8  per  cent  of  the  floor  area. 

4271.  Fire  Extinguishing  Appliances.  In  every  Private  As- 
sembly building,  automatic  Class  A  sprinklers  shall  be  installed  on 
every  stage  requiring  proscenium  walls,  under  such  stage  floors,  in 
all  dressing  rooms  and  in  every  storage  room  with  an  area  of  more 
than  1000  square  feet. 

Every  building  more  than  3  stories  or  40  feet  in  height  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  Standard  standpipe  system.  Buildings  3  stories  or 
40  feet  or  less  in  height  shall  be  equipped  with  a  First  Aid  Stand- 
pipe  system,  or  with  portable  fire  extinguishers  as  provided  in  Para- 
graph 306  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Code. 

Where  standpipes  are  provided  there  shall  be  at  least  1  hose 
station  in  each  story  or  fire  division  thereof,  in  each  basement, 
balcony  and  tier,  but  the  number  of  hose  stations  shall  be  such  that 
75  feet  of  hose  will  supply  water  to  any  open  space  in  all  stories  of 
such  building. 

In  the  First  Fire  Zone,  standpipes  in  buildings  more  than  75  feet 
in  height  shall  be  extended  above  the  roof  and  equipped  with  at 
least  1  hose  outlet. 

4312.  Exceptions  for  Exterior  Walls.  The  exterior  walls  of 
bathrooms,  kitchens,  pantries,  enclosed  porches,  conservatories  and 
similar  rooms  at  first  or  second  floor  level,  projecting  not  over  10 
feet  from  the  exterior  wall  of  a  Dwelling,  need  not  conform  to  the 
type  requirements  of  the  building  but  may  be  constructed  as 
follows: 

a.  Portions  of  such  exterior  walls  and  their  supports  located 
within  3  feet  of  any  adjoining  property  line  shall  be  of  not  lower 
than  1-hour  fire-resistive  construction. 

b.  Portions  of  such  exterior  walls  and  their  supports  located  3 
feet  or  more  and  less  than  5  feet  from  any  adjoining  property  line 
shall  be  of  not  lower  than  incombustible  construction,  except  wood 
studs  may  be  permitted  when  covered  on  both  sides  with  incom- 
bustible covering. 

c.  Portions  of  such  exterior  walls  and  their  supports,  located  5 
feet  or  more  and  less  than  10  feet  from  any  adjoining  property  line 
shall  not  be  lower  than  wood  frame  construction  covered  on  outside 
with  incombustible  material. 
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d.  In  walls  separating  such  projections  from  the  bmlding  to 
which  it  is  attached  only  the  existing  doors  and  other  openings 
shall  be  permitted  to  remain  and  no  additional  openings  or  the 
enlargement  of  any  existing  openings  shall  be  permitted. 

4329.  Property  Lines  as  Court  Boundaries.  The  property  line 
of  a  lot  on  which  a  Dwelling  is  to  be  erected,  unless  it  is  a  common 
boundary  between  such  lot  and  a  street,  alley,  public  park,  ceme- 
tery, railroad  right  of  way  or  other  similar  permanently  open 
space,  not  less  than  15  feet  wide,  shall  be  a  boundary  to  an  adja- 
cent required  court  as  though  a  wall  without  windows  were  erected 
on  such  line.  If  there  is,  appurtenant  to  such  lot,  an  easement 
for  light  and  air  over  a  portion  of  an  adjoining  lot,  in  terms  which 
assure  that  the  easement  will  remain  in  force  and  effect  so  long 
as  any  windows  require  it  for  light  and  ventilation  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Code,  and  duly  recorded  in  the  land  records  of 
Baltimore  City,  the  portion  subject  to  such  easement  may  be  con- 
sidered to  be  part  of  such  lot  for  the  purposes  of  Section  432.  No 
building  or  other  structure  shall  be  erected  in  such  manner  as  to 
reduce  the  light  and  ventilation  in  a  building  on  the  same  lot 
below  the  limits  estabHshed  by  the  provisions  of  Section  432.  For 
moving  lot  lines  or  subdividing  premises  refer  to  Paragraph  4002. 

4371.  Fire  Extinguishing  Appliances.  In  every  dwelling  exceed- 
ing 200,000  cu.  ft.  in  volume  and  of  lower  type  than  fire  resistive 
construction,  an  automatic  Class  A  Sprinkler  shall  be  installed  in 
laundries,  furnace  rooms,  power  rooms,  work  rooms,  storage  rooms, 
kitchens  other  than  in  apartments,  basements,  shaftways  other  than 
elevator  shafts,  and  other  places  where  fires  are  likely  to  originate. 

Every  dwelling  exceeding  75  feet  in  height  shall  be  provided  with 
a  standard  standpipe  system,  or  a  Fire  Department  standpipe 
system  with  portable  fire  extinguishers.  Every  dwelling  less  than 
75  feet  high  and  more  than  four  stories  high  shall  be  provided  with 
a  First  Aid  standpipe  system. 

Where  standpipe  systems  are  provided,  the  number  of  hose  sta- 
tions in  each  building  or  fire  division  thereof  shall  be  such  that 
75  feet  of  hose  will  supply  water  to  every  accessible  space  in  each 
story  of  such  building. 

All  standard  and  Fire  Department  standpipes  in  dwellings  more 
than  75  feet  high,  located  in  the  First  Fire  Zone,  shall  be  extended 
above  the  roof  and  equipped  with  hose  outlets. 

In  all  other  dwellings  not  protected  by  fixed  fire  extinguishing 
systems  as  required  by  this  Code,  or  where  auxiliary  portable  fire 
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extinguishing  appliances  are  required,  all  such  portable  fire  extin- 
guishers shall  be  provided  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Fire  Prevention  Code. 

4375.  Heating  and  Ventilation.  Every  Dwelling  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  a  heating  system  capable  of  maintaining  a  temperature 
of  at  least  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  in  sleeping,  dining  and  living 
rooms,  bath  and  toilet  rooms,  dressing  and  locker  rooms,  lobbies, 
operating  offices  and  hallways,  when  the  outside  temperature  is 
zero;  and  at  least  55  degrees  Fahrenheit  in  all  other  portions  of 
such  buildings. 

Every  room  in  such  buildings  shall  be  provided  with  a  mechanical 
ventilating  system  capable  of  providing  a  minimum  amount  of 
fresh  air  per  minute  for  every  square  foot  of  floor  area  as  follows: 

Sleeping  rooms  1.0     cu.  ft. 

Living  rooms  1.0     cu.  ft. 

Dining  rooms  1.5     cu.  ft. 

Kitchens   (Public  Dining  Rooms) 4.00  cu.  ft. 

Kitchens  (Apts.  and  private  residences) 2.00  cu.  ft. 

Bath  and  toilet  rooms 2.00  cu.  ft. 

Work  rooms  2.00  cu.  ft. 

Club  rooms  1.00  cu.  ft. 

Laundries    2.00  cu.  ft. 

Store  rooms  0.5     cu.  ft. 

Other  accessory  rooms 0.5     cu.  ft. 

However,  the  Commissioner  shall  approve  a  natural  or  gravity 
ventilating  system  or  a  combination  of  such  systems  where  such 
systems  can  be  proven  to  be  capable  of  providing  fresh  air  equiva- 
lent to  that  required  above  for  mechanical  ventilating  systems. 

4571.  Fire  Extinguishing  Appliances.  Automatic  Class  A 
sprinklers  shall  be  installed  throughout  cellars,  basements,  work- 
shops, furnace  and  power  rooms  in  all  Office  Buildings  over  4 
stories  in  height,  except  in  Fireproof  or  Fire-resistive  buildings.  An 
automatic  carbondioxide  system  may  be  substituted  for  sprinklers 
in  rooms  containing  electrical  machinery.  Every  Office  Building 
75  feet  or  less  in  height  shall  be  equipped  with  either  a  First  Aid 
standpipe  system  or  portable  fire  extinguishers.  Buildings  more 
than  75  feet  high  shall  be  equipped  with  either  a  Fire  Department 
standpipe  system  and  portable  fire  extinguishers  as  provided  in  the 
Fire  Prevention  Code,  or  a  Standard  standpipe  system.

quirements. Qualification  tests  shall  be  made  by  the  Bureau  of 
Tests  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  by  any  testing 
laboratory  approved  by  the  Commissioner,  and  appropriate  cer- 
tificates shall  be  issued  to  qualified  applicants  by  the  Commissioner, 
Process  qualification  tests  shall  not  be  required  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  such  Bureau  of  Tests  or  any  approved  testing  laboratory,  the 
process  to  be  used  is  of  an  accepted  standard  type  with  respect  to 
technique,  materials  to  be  welded,  and  filler  metals.  When  required 
by  the  Commissioner,  process  qualification  tests  shall  be  made  for 
all  applications  and  positions  of  welds  to  be  used  in  any  particular 
welding  operation  or  work. 

Persons  to  perform  welding  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pass  the  specified  tests  for  all  applications  and  positions 
of  welding  to  be  used  in  any  particular  welding  operation  or  work. 
A  welder's  certificate  shall  have  a  photograph  of  the  welder  at- 
tached thereto,  shall  state  the  name  and  address  of  the  welder,  and 
shall  contain  the  following  information  pertaining  to  the  test  which 
was  the  basis  upon  which  the  said  certificate  was  issued;  the  weld- 
ing process  used,  nature  of  flame  or  electric  current,  base  metal,  the 
American  Welding  Society  classification  number  of  filler  metal, 
preparation  of  base  metal,  number  of  passes,  type  and  position  of 
the  weld,  result  of  the  tests,  place  of  welding  and  testing  specimens, 
witness  of  the  welding,  name  of  person  making  the  test  and  any 
other  information  required  by  the  Commissioner.  This  certificate 
shall  be  issued  for  one  year,  and  extended  from  year  to  year,  pro- 
viding that  the  operator  has  been  employed  on  welding  work  for 
at  least  6  months  out  of  the  preceding  year.  A  copy  of  the  cer- 
tificate shall  be  filed  with  the  Commissioner. 

The  back  of  the  certificate  shall  be  reserved  for  a  complete  record 
of  the  welding  operator's  employment.  The  employer  shall  note  the 
starting  and  terminating  days  of  the  employment  with  a  complete 
record  of  the  type  of  welding  performed  by  the  operator. 

7249.  Glass  Blocks  in  Walls.  Partitions  and  panels  of  glass  blocks 
shall  not  exceed  144  square  feet  in  area  between  horizontal  and 
vertical  supports  or  expansion  joints,  and  the  distance  between 
such  supports  and  expansion  joints  shall  not  exceed  20  feet. 
Where   an   intermediate   vertical   or   horizontal   stiffener   is   pro- 
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vided  the  area  of  such  panels  may  be  increased  to  not  over  200 
square  feet  but  the  distance  between  expansion  joints  and  horizontal 
supports  in  such  panel  shall  not  be  more  than  20  feet. 

Exterior  glass  block  panels  more  than  100  square  feet  in  area 
shall  be  placed  in  chases  formed  in  the  supporting  members 
at  the  top  and  side  or  shall  be  anchored  to  such  members  by 
mechanical  means  which  are  equally  efi'ective.  Other  exterior 
panels,  where  top,  sides  or  bottom  are  not  supported  in  chases,  all 
unsupported  edges  shall  be  anchored  to  the  supporting  members 
by  metal  ties  formed  from  non-corroding  metal  or  galvanized 
steel  not  less  than  20  U.  S.  Standard  gage.  Panels  6  feet  or  less 
in  height  or  width  need  be  anchored  only  on  the  two  long  sides. 
Intermediate  stiffeners  shall  be  effectively  anchored  to  the  panels. 
All  anchors,  ties,  stiffeners  and  supports  shall  be  designed  to 
resist  wind  pressure  and  vacuum,  as  required  in  Section  605.  The 
expansion  joints  shall  consist  of  packed  oakum,  fiber  glass,  cork  or 
similar  resilient  material,  not  less  than  %  inch  in  thickness,  and 
pointed  on  both  sides  with  a  non-hardening  waterproof  caulking 
compound.  All  glass  block  panels  shall  be  laid  with  a  waterproof 
Portland  cement  mortar. 

a.     Modem  Braced  Frame  or  "Combination  Frame". 

In  braced  frame  construction  the  studs  and  posts  of  exterior 
walls  in  the  first  story  shall  bear  directly  on  and  be  attached 
to  a  sill  plate  at  least  as  wide  as  the  depth  of  the  studs  or  posts  and 
at  least  2  inches  thick.  Such  sill  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the 
foundation  wall  by  bolts  at  least  %  inch  in  diameter  and  spaced 
not  more  than  6  feet  on  centers. 

Each  tier  of  studs  shall  be  topped  by  at  least  two  2 -inch  thick 
plates  or  equivalent. 

Ceiling  joists  and  rafters  shall  rest  directly  on  wall  plates  and  be 
tied  into  each  other. 

Floor  joists  attaching  to  such  wall  shall  bear  directly  on  the  plates 
and  be  nailed  directly  to  the  studs  and  to  the  plates.

of  Article  40  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950 
Edition),  title  "Zoning",  be  and  they  are  hereby 
repealed  and  reordained,  with  amendments,  to 
read  as  follows : 

4993.     Fences. 

1.     General  Requirements. 

a.  Fences  shall  be  constructed  wholly  and 
entirely  on  the  property  of  the  owner  of  the  pro- 
posed fence.  However,  where  any  adjoining  prop- 
erty owners  desire  to  construct  a  fence  on  the 
property  line  between  them,  they  may  do  so  if  both 
such  owners  signify  their  desires  in  writing  at  the 
time  application  is  filed  for  a  permit  to  construct 
such  a  fence  on  the  property  line  between  them. 

b.  Any  fence  which  is  to  be  constructed  par- 
allel to  any  wall  or  other  fence  shall  be  erected  not 
less  than  24  inches  therefrom. 

c.  The  height  of  a  fence  shall  not  exceed  42 
inches  measured  on  the  high  side  except : 

1.  Fences  enclosing  dwellings  in  the  First, 
Second  and  Third  Fire  Zones  may  not  be  higher 
than  5  feet  6  inches  on  the  street  or  alley  side 
and  42  inches  on  the  party  lines. 

2.  Fences  enclosing  buildings  used  for  public  as- 
sembly, private  assembly,  institutions,  offices, 
commercial  storage  or  industrial  occupancies  may 
be  not  higher  than  8  feet. 

3.  Fences  for  special  purposes  such  as  for  the 
protection  around  dangerous  places,  highly 
hazardous  operations,  athletic  fields  and  in  other 
similar  cases  where  such  a  high  fence  is  necessary 
for  the  safety  of  the  public.  The  Commissioner  is 
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hereby   authorized   and    empowered    to    order    a 
fence  built  exceeding  8  feet  in  height. 

d.  Fences  may  be  built  of  any  material  or  con- 
struction which  is  permitted  in  this  Code  for  ex- 
posed structures,  but  all  such  fences  shall  be 
designed  and  constructed  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  structural  provisions  of  this  Code  to 
resist  from  any  direction  a  horizontal  force  of  20 
pounds  per  square  foot  applied  normal  to  and 
over  either  the  gross  area  of  the  fence  or  over 
the  net  area  of  the  fence  plus  50  per  cent  of  the 
gross  area  whichever  is  less. 

2.  Wood  fences  shall  be  constructed  with 
wood  pickets  or  other  vertical  or  diagonal  wood 
members  fastened  to  horizontal  runners.  The 
posts  of  wood  fences  shall  be  locust,  heart  cedar  or 
any  other  wood  which  will  resist  decay  under- 
ground or  any  wood  which  has  been  treated  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  Section  627  or 
any  good  timber  set  in  concrete. 

3.  Wire  fences  shall  be  constructed  with 
wire  mesh  substantially  fabricated  and  construct- 
ed so  as  to  resist  a  nominal  horizontal  load  of  500 
pounds  without  deflecting  more  than  6  inches.  The 
supports  for  wire  fences  shall  be  wood  posts,  as 
required  for  wood  fences,  or  metal  posts  set  in 
concrete,  or  properly  designed  masonry  posts. 

4.  Metal  fences  shall  be  of  any  substantial 
design  and  construction  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sioner. The  supporting  posts  of  all  such  fences 
shall  be  of  concrete,  masonry  or  of  metal  set  in 
concrete  or  other  masonry. 

5.  Masonry  fences  shall  be  of  reinforced 
concrete  or  other  masonry  and  designed  and  con- 
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structed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
governing  reinforced  concrete  or  free  standing 
masonry  walls.  All  masonry  fences  shall  extend 
not  less  than  2  feet  into  the  ground. 

6.  Combination  fences  consisting  of  two  or 
more  kinds  of  materials  may  be  erected  provided 
all  requirements  of  this  Code  for  such  materials 
and  construction  are  complied  with  insofar  as 
they  apply  to  fences.  The  total  aggregate  height 
of  such  a  combination  fence  shall  be  used  in  de- 
termining the  height  limitations  of  such  fence. 

Fences  are  also  classified  as  (a)  Open  fences 
and  (b)  Solid  fences. 

a.  Open  fences  shall  include  all  fences  where  the 
opening  between  the  pickets,  boards,  bars,  rods 
or  other  enclosing  material  is  not  less  than  1  inch 
or  where  the  net  area  of  the  openings  in  such  fence 
is  not  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  area  of  a  1  foot 
unit  length  of  such  fence. 

b.  Solid  fences  shall  include  all  fences  which 
have  open  spaces  or  holes  less  in  area  than  that 
permitted  for  open  fences.  All  solid  masonry 
fences  shall  be  constructed  as  masonry  or  rein- 
forced concrete  walls  conforming  to  all  the  ap- 
plicable requirements  for  masonry  or  reinforced 
concrete  walls  in  this  Code.  The  top  of  solid 
fences  constructed  of  materials  other  than 
masonry  or  reinforced  concrete  shall  be  not  more 
than  42  inches  high  above  the  ground  in  any  loca- 
tion. Where  posts  are  desired  to  support  fences 
on  masonry  walls,  such  posts  shall  be  set  in  con- 
crete or  masonry  and  the  concrete  or  masonry 
around  such  posts  shall  be  not  less  than  3  inches 
thick. 
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No  fence  shall  have  any  projecting  sharp  points, 
jagged  edges,  or  other  projections  which  may  in- 
jure persons  or  animals  coming  in  contact  with 
such  fence.  No  fence  less  than  3  feet 
6  inches  high  shall  have  sharp  pickets  or  vertical 
pointed  objects  at  the  top. 

Barbed  wire  or  other  approved  retarding 
material  or  construction  may  be  placed  on  the  top 
of  any  fence  which  is  more  than  6  feet  9  inches 
high  except  where  such  barbed  wire  or  other  re- 
tarding material  will  create  a  highly  hazardous 
condition. 

7.  All  fences  shall  be  maintained  in  good  re- 
pair by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof.  The  Com- 
missioner shall  determine  the  sufficiency  of  any 
fence  and  the  amount  and  character  of  repairs  re- 
quired to  make  any  fence  safe. 

a.  Any  existing  fence  which  does  not  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  Paragraph  4993  shall 
be  permitted  to  continue  to  exist  and  be  repaired 
at  any  time  unless  such  fence  has  been  allowed  to 
deteriorate  more  than  50  per  cent.  All  non-con- 
forming fences  which  have  been  allowed  to  de- 
teriorate beyond  repair  shall  be  removed  or  re- 
constructed in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Code. 

b.  All  existing  non-conforming  tight-board 
fences  may  be  replaced  with  wire  fences  of  the 
same  height  in  any  location. 

c.  Hedges  or  other  shrubbery  used  in  lieu  of 
fences  shall  be  planted  not  less  than  18  inches 
from  any  adjoining  property  line  except  Avhen 
directly  on  a  property  line  by  agreement.  No  such 
hedge  shall  be  allowed  to  grow  to  a  height  exceed- 
ing the  maximum  height  for  a  fence  on  the  same 
premises.

Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore y  That  Sections  69  and 
71  and  Paragraph  (a)  of  Section  72  of  Article  37 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
''Taxes'',  sub-title  ''Cigarettes",  be  and  they  are 
hereby  repealed  and  reordained,  with  amend- 
ments, to  read  as  follows :

(d)  on  each  package  or  piece  of  chewing  tobacco, 
a  tax  of  one  cent  (1^)  on  each  twenty  cents  (20^) 
or  fractional  part  thereof  of  the  retail  selling- 
price.

(a)  The  City  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  of  the 
taxes  levied  or  imposed  by  this  sub-title  and  said 
taxes  shall  be  paid  by  purchasing  from  the  City 
Treasurer  stamps  of  such  design  and  denomina- 
tion as  may  be  prescribed  by  him.

An  ordinance  requesting  the  transfer  of  tlie  temporary  war 
housing  project  known  as  Brooklyn  Homes  to  tlie  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Whekeas,  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  by  its 
Resolution  No.  1999,  adopted  April  24,  1950  ex- 
pressed its  interest  in  the  acquisition  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  of  the  ap- 
proximately 63  acres  of  federally-owned  land  lo- 
cated in  the  Brooklyn  area  upon  which  a  tempor- 
ary war-housing  project  known  as  Brooklyn 
Homes  is  located;  and 

Whekeas,  Public  Law  475,  81st  Congress,  as 
amended,  authorizes  the  Administrator  of  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency,  upon  the  fil- 
ing of  the  prescribed  request  therefor,  to  relin- 
quish and  transfer  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
set  forth  in  said  Act  all  right,  title  and  interest 
of  the  United  States  in  and  with  respect  to  the 
said  housing  project  to  eligible  bodies  as  defined 
therein ;  and 

Whereas,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more is  a  body  eligible  for  the  transfer  of  and  de- 
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sires  to  have  transferred  to  it  the  said  temporary 
housing  project;  and 

Whereas,  the  Administrator  of  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency  has  delegated  to  the 
Public  Housing  Commissioner  the  functions, 
powers  and  duties  vested  in  him  by  said  Act ;  now 
therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  does  hereby  request 
the  Public  Housing  Commissioner  to  relinquish 
and  transfer  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
Public  Law  475,  81st  Congress,  as  amended,  with- 
out monetary  consideration  except  for  the  pay- 
ment for  land,  all  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the 
United  States  in  and  with  respect  to  the  tempo- 
rary housing  project  known  as  Brooklyn  Homes, 
Project  No.  MD-18144  located  in  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, State  of  Maryland,  a  war  housing  project 
of  temporary  demountable  construction,  compris- 
ing two  hundred  twelve  (212)  dwelling  structures 
and  containing  five  hundred  seventy-nine  (579) 
family  dwelling  units,  and  two  (2)  non-dwelling 
structures  as  indicated  on  the  site  plan  attached 
hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  together  with  per- 
sonal property,  appurtenances,  and  materials  held 
in  connection  therewith. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  represents 
that  it  proposes  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law : 

A.  So  long  as  the  structures  herein  requested 
remain  in  housing  use : 

(i)  As  among  eligible  applicants  for  occupan- 
cy in  dwellings  of  given  sizes  and  at  specified  rents 
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to  extend  the  following  preferences  in  the  selec- 
tion of  tenants : 

First,  to  families  which  are  to  be  displaced  by 
any  low-rent  housing  project  or  by  any  public 
slum-clearance  or  redevelopment  project  initiated 
after  January  1,  1947,  or  which  were  so  displaced 
within  three  years  prior  to  making  application 
for  admission  to  such  housing ;  and  as  among  such 
families  first  preference  shall  be  given  to  families 
of  disabled  veterans  whose  disability  has  been  de- 
termined by  the  Veterans  Administration  to  be 
service-connected,  and  second  preference  shall  be 
given  to  families  of  deceased  veterans  and  service- 
men whose  death  has  been  determined  by  the  Vet- 
erans Administration  to  be  service-connected,  and 
third  preference  shall  be  given  to  families  of  other 
veterans  and  servicemen; 

Second,  to  families  of  other  veterans  and  serv- 
icemen ;  and  as  among  such  families  first  pref- 
erence shall  be  given  to  families  of  disabled  vet- 
erans whose  disability  has  been  determined  by  the 
Veterans  Administration  to  be  service-connected, 
and  second  preference  shall  be  given  to  families  of 
deceased  veterans  and  servicemen  whose  death 
has  been  determined  by  the  Veterans  Administra- 
tion to  be  service-connected;  Provided,  that  not- 
withstanding such  preferences  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  will,  in  filling  vacancies  in 
housing  transferred  pursuant  to  this  request,  give 
such  preferences  to  military  personnel  and  per- 
sons engaged  in  national  defense  or  mobilization 
activities  as  the  Secretary  of  Defense  or  his  de- 
signee prescribes  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore. 

(ii)  To  manage  and  operate  the  property  in- 
volved in  accordance  with  sound  business  prac- 
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tices,  including  the  establishment  of  adequate  re- 
serves. 

B.  Not  to  dispose  of  any  right,  title,  or  interest 
in  the  property  (by  sale,  transfer,  grant,  exchange, 
mortgage,  lease,  release,  termination  of  the  lease- 
hold, or  any  other  relinquishment  or  interest) 
either  (a)  for  housing  use  on  the  present  site  or  on 
any  other  site  except  to  a  State  or  political  sub- 
division thereof,  local  housing  authority,  a  local 
public  agency,  or  an  educational  or  eleemosynary 
institution,  or  (b)  for  any  other  use  unless  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  shall  have 
adopted  a  resolution  determining  that,  on  the 
basis  of  local  need  and  acceptability,  the  struc- 
tures, involved  are  satisfactory  for  such  use  and 
need  not  be  removed :  Provided,  this  representa- 
tion will  not  apply  to  any  disposal  through  de- 
molition for  salvage,  lease  to  tenants  for  resi- 
dential occupancy,  or  lease  of  non-dwelling  fa- 
cilities for  the  continuance  of  a  use  existing  on 
the  date  of  transfer,  or  where  such  disposal  is 
the  result  of  a  bona  fide  foreclosure  or  other  pro- 
ceeding to  enforce  rights  given  as  security  for  a 
loan  to  pay  for  land  under  this  section :  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  Sec- 
tion 2  shall  be  construed  as  applicable  to  the  dis- 
position of  any  land  or  interest  therein  after  the 
removal  of  the  structures  therefrom. 

C.  Whenever  the  structures  involved,  or  a  sub- 
stantial portion  thereof,  are  terminated  for  hous- 
ing use  and  are  not  to  be  used  for  a  specific  non- 
housing  use,  to  promptly  demolish  such  struc- 
tures terminated  for  housing  use  and  clear  the 
site  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  if  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  shall  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solici- 
tor regarding  the  legal  authority  of  the  Mayor 
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and  City  Council  to  make  this  request,  to  accept 
the  transfer,  and  operate  the  said  temporary 
housing  project,  and  to  perform  its  obligations  as 
required  under  Title  VI  of  the  Lanham  Act. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  shall,  on  or  before  December  31,  1951  for- 
ward three  (3)  certified  copies  of  this  Ordinance, 
and  of  the  aforesaid  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor 
to  the  Public  Housing  Administration,  and  the 
same  shall  be  the  request  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  for  the  relinquishment  and  transfer  of 
the  housing  project  hereinbefore  described. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  is  hereby  empowered  and  instructed  to  im- 
mediately negotiate  an  agreement  on  behalf  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  with  the 
Public  Housing  Administration  for  the  transfer 
of  said  housing  project,  said  agreement  to  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more.

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Paragraph  14i\ 
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of  Ordinance  No.  1247,  approved  March  30,  1931, 
known  as  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  as  said  para- 
graph was  ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  1312,  ap- 
proved Jnly  5,  1950,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed 
and  reordained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Par.  14A.  Parking  Areas.  Notwithstanding 
any  provision  of  this  ordinance,  the  ^layor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  provide  by  ordi- 
nance, upon  such  conditions  as  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  shall  determine,  for  the  establishment, 
maintenance  and  regulation  of  open  areas  in  a 
Residential  Use  District,  for  the  parking  thereon 
of  automobiles  when  to  permit  the  parking  of  such 
automobiles  w^ould  benefit  the  health,  safety  or 
general  welfare  of  the  community. 
No  such  ordinance  shall  become  effective  until 
after  a  public  hearing  in  relation  thereto,  at  which 
parties  in  interest  and  citizens  shall  have  an  op- 
portunity to  be  heard.  At  least  fifteen  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing  shall 
be  published  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  a  daily 
newspaper  published  in  the  City  and  the  posting 
of  a  similar  notice  upon  the  area  proposed  to  be 
used  for  such  parking  areas. 

Upon  the  introduction  of  an  ordinance  for  the 
establishment  of  parking  areas,  as  provided  in 
this  paragraph,  it  shall  immediately  be  referred 
to— 

(a)  The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  for  in- 
vestigation, recommendation  and  report  as  to  the 
fire  hazards  involved  ; 

(b)  The  Traffic  Commission,  for  investigation, 
recommendation  and  report  as  to  the  traffic 
hazards  involved; 
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(c)  The  Planning  Commission,  for  investiga- 
tion, recommendation  and  report  as  to  any  future 
public  use  of  the  property  involved  and  its  rela- 
tionship to  traffic  conditions. 

(d)  For  the  information  of  the  agencies  to 
which  the  ordinance  is  to  be  referred,  there  shall 
be  attached  four  (4)  copies  of  a  plat,  drawn  to 
scale  of  one  inch  to  two  hundred  feet,  showing  the 
area  to  be  used  for  parking  purposes  outlined  in 
red. 

(e)  The  premises  shall  be  posted  with  a  sign 
which  shall  not  be  less  than  four  (4)  feet  long 
and  three  (3)  feet  high,  with  black  lettering  not 
less  than  two  (2)  inches  high,  on  a  white  back- 
ground. The  sign  must  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous 
manner  where  it  will  be  clearly  visible  and  legible 
to  the  public. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.

section  of  the  Through  (Limited  Access)  Highway  and  the 
construction  of  the  Russell  Street  Viaduct. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Agreement, 
dated  July  12,  1951,  by  and  between  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  of  the  first  part, 
and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
of  the  second  part,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
ratified  and  confirmed ;  the  said  Agreement  being 
as  follows : 

This  Agkeement,  made  this  12th  day  of  July, 
1951,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  hereinafter 
sometimes  called  the  ^'City",  and  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  a  body  corporate 
existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
party  of  the  second  part,  hereinafter  sometimes 
called  the  ''Railroad". 
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Whereas,  the  City,  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
Roads  Commission  of  Maryland,  is  about  to  begin 
the  extension  and  improvement  of  a  section  of  the 
Through  (Limited  Access)  Highway,  which  sec- 
tion is  designated  in  a  Supplementary  Agreement 
dated  July  19,  1950,  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  State  Roads  Com- 
mission of  Maryland,  as  ''F.  A.  Project  No.  UI- 
UGI-465  (21)  Russell  Street  Viaduct  from  Wor- 
cester Street  to  Cross  Street  0.34  Mile'^  and  the 
extension  of  said  Through  (Limited  Access)  High- 
way;-, and  said  Viaduct  wdll  cross  over  and  above 
the  three  (3)  existing  tracks  of  the  main  line  and 
a  side  track  of  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad 
locsited  in  Stockholm  Street;  all  as  shown  on  a 
plat  entitled  "Plat  to  accompany  agreement  be- 
tween Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  & 
The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  con- 
cerning construction  of  Russell  Street  Viaduct 
from  Worcester  Street  to  Cross  Street  over  and 
across  existing  railroad  tracks  in  Stockholm 
Street,"  dated  January  23,  1951,  and  numbered 
102-D-41,  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  there- 
of ;  and 

Whereas,  The  State  has  entered,  or  is  about  to 
enter,  into  an  agreement  for  the  construction  of 
said  Through  (Limited  Access)  Highway  and  said 
Viaduct,  with  the  Commissioner  of  Roads  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  said  construction  to  be 
financed  partly  with  City  funds  and  partly  with 
Federal  funds  under  Federal- Aid  Highway  Acts 
of  1948  and  1950  (Public  Law  834— 80th  Congress 
and  Public  Law  769 — 81st  Congress),  said  con- 
struction having  been  approved  by  the  appropri- 
ate Federal  authority  and  having  been  numbered 
as  Federal- Aid  No.  ULUGI-465  (21) ;  and 

Whereas,  this  project  will  consist  of  a  bridge  or 
viaduct  to  carry  Russell  Street,  89  feet  wide,  from 
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the  north  building  line  of  Worcester  Street  to  the 
south  building  line  of  Cross  Street  and  over  and 
across  the  said  three  (3)  existing  tracks  of  the 
main  line  and  side  track  of  the  Railroad  in  Stock- 
holm Street,  thereby  eliminating  the  present 
grade  crossing,  known  as  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Crossing  No.  230  at  Russell  and  Stock- 
holm Streets ;  and 

Whereas,  for  the  purpose  of  evidencing  the 
agreement  between  the  parties  hereto,  as  to  the 
construction  of  said  viaduct  or  bridge  and  the 
maintenance  of  same,  and  the  division  of  the  cost 
of  constructing  said  viaduct  or  bridge,  this  agree- 
ment is  entered  into. 

Now  Therefore,  This  Agreement  Witnesseth, 
that  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  mutual 
covenants  and  promises  herein  contained,  the 
parties  hereto  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  each 
other  as  follows : 

1.  The  City  agrees  to  construct  a  viaduct  or 
bridge  to  carry  Russell  Street,  89  feet  wide,  from 
the  north  building  line  of  Worcester  Street  to 
the  south  building  line  of  Cross  Street  and  ex- 
tending over  and  across  the  three  (3)  existing 
tracks  of  the  main  line  and  the  side  track  of  the 
Railroad  in  Stockholm  Street. 

The  supports  of  the  said  viaduct  or  bridge, 
where  it  crosses  over  and  above  the  railroad, 
shall  be  so  constructed  that  it  will  provide  a 
vertical  clearance  of  not  less  than  22  feet  over  the 
top  of  rail  of  the  highest  of  said  existing  tracks 
at  any  point  and  a  horizontal  clearance  of  not 
less  than  12  feet  to  the  center  line  of  the  nearest 
of  said  existing  tracks. 
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2.  The  viaduct  or  bridge  shall  be  constructed 
according  to  plans  and  specifications  prepared  by 
the  City  and  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Railroad  before  the  work  is  performed. 

All  work  by  the  City  shall  be  done  in  accordance 
with  the  standard  specifications  of  the  City  in 
force  on  the  date  of  the  award  of  any  contract,  to- 
gether with  such  special  provisions  as  may  be 
necessary. 

All  work  to  be  done  by  the  Railroad,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement,  shall  be  done  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  and  specifications  pre- 
pared by  the  Railroad  and  approved  by  the  Di- 
rector of  Public  Works  of  the  City. 

3.  The  City  also  agrees  that  Russell  Street  at 
the  level  of  the  presently  established  grade  shall 
be  physically  closed,  and  also  agrees  to  permit  the 
Railroad  to  abandon  the  existing  grade  crossing  at 
Stockholm  and  Russell  Streets,  to  erect  barricades 
along  each  side  of  its  tracks,  and  to  discontinue 
watchmen  and  other  protective  facilities.  The 
City  further  agrees  to  permit  the  Railroad,  at  its 
own  sole  cost  and  expense,  to  remove  the  crossing 
and  protective  facilities,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  any  and  all  overhead  and  underground  cables, 
structures  and  appurtenances. 

4.  The  Railroad  will  grant,  or  cause  to  be  grant- 
ed, to  the  City,  upon  demand,  any  and  all  ease- 
ments for  highway  purposes  over  land  o^vned  or 
controlled  by  the  Railroad,  required  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  said  Through 
(Limited  Access)  Highway  and /or  the  viaduct  or 
bridge  for  a  consideration  of  Seven  Hundred  Dol- 
lars ($700.00). 

5.  The  Railroad  will  construct,  re-construct,  re- 
locate or  make  alterations  to  any  and  all  railroad 
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facilities,  such  as  signals,  bridge  warnings,  pole 
lines,  drainage,  tracks  and  track  structures,  pro- 
tective facilities,  overhead  lines,  underground 
cables,  barricades,  etc.,  as  may  be  necessary  in 
connection  with  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  said  viaduct  or  bridge.  The  entire  cost  of  this 
work  shall  be  borne  by  the  Railroad. 

6.  In  view  of  the  benefits  which  will  accrue  to 
the  Railroad  by  reason  of  the  physical  closing  of 
the  grade  crossing  at  Russell  and  Stockholm 
Streets,  the  Railroad  will  pay  to  the  City,  upon 
the  completion  and  formal  acceptance  of  the 
viaduct  or  bridge  by  the  City,  a  lump  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  ($160,000.00), 
in  addition  to  any  and  all  other  costs  and  expenses 
to  be  paid  by  the  Railroad  under  the  provisions  of 
this  agreement,  toward  the  cost  of  the  proposed 
improvements.  Project  No.  UI-UGI-465  (21). 

7.  The  following  items  shall  be  done  by  the  City 
either  by  contract  or  with  its  own  forces,  at  the 
City's  own  sole  cost  and  expense,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement : 

(a)  Construct  complete  said  viaduct  or  bridge 
and  all  parts  of  the  highway  built  in  connection 
therewith ; 

(b)  Do  any  and  all  grading  and  paving  of  road- 
way and  sidewalk  areas ; 

(c)  Do  any  and  all  drainage  work  required, 
other  than  that  made  necessary  by  the  construc- 
tion or  re-construction  of  any  Railroad  facilities 
and  appurtenances. 

8.  The  following  items  shall  be  done  by  the 
Railroad,  either  by  contract  or  with  its  own  forces, 
at  its  own  sole  cost  and  expense,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  agreement: 
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(a)  Remove  its  grade  crossing  No.  230  and  any 
and  all  protective  facilities  appurtenant  thereto 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  and  all  overhead 
and  underground  structures  and  appurtenances. 

(b)  Erect  and  maintain  barricades  along  the 
north  and  south  building  lines  of  Stockholm 
Street  at  Russell  Street. 

(c)  Construct,  re-construct,  re-locate  or  make 
any  and  all  necessary  alterations  to  all  other  Rail- 
road facilities,  such  as  signals,  bridge  warnings, 
pole  lines,  drainage,  etc.,  as  may  be  necessary  in 
connection  with  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  the  said  bridge  or  viaduct. 

9.  Any  work,  and  cost  incident  thereto,  not 
specifically  provided  for  in  Paragraphs  7  and  8, 
shall  be  done  and  paid  for  by  one  of  the  parties 
hereto,  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  from  time 
to  time  during  the  progress  of  the  work. 

10.  The  Railroad  shall  bear  all  costs  and  ex- 
penses of  protecting  railroad  traffic  made  neces- 
sary or  occasioned  by  the  operations  of  the  City  or 
of  any  City  contractor  or  contractors  in  construct- 
ing and  erecting  the  proposed  viaduct  or  bridge  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
approved  by  the  City  and  the  Railroad. 

The  Railroad  agrees  to  furnish,  at  its  own  sole 
cost  and  expense,  such  switch  tenders,  flagmen, 
telegraph  operators,  pilots,  watchmen  or  other 
services  and  devices  that  the  Railroad  requires  to 
insure  safety  and  continuity  of  railroad  traffic 
during  the  operations  of  the  City,  any  City  con- 
tractor or  contractors  and/or  any  operations  of 
the  Railroad,  its  agents,  employees  and  servants. 
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11.  The  City  shall  have  general  charge  of  the 
engineering  on  the  project.  However,  the  City 
and  the  Railroad,  in  carrying  out  the  work  to  be 
done  by  each  party  under  the  provisions  of  this 
agreement,  shall  provide  the  engineers  and  in- 
spectors required  for  such  respective  parts  of  the 
work. 

All  work  herein  provided  to  be  done  by  the  City 
on  railroad  structures  shall  be  done  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Rail- 
road, or  his  authorized  representative,  and  shall 
be  performed  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as 
to  not  unduly  interfere  with  the  movement  of 
trains  and  traffic  upon  the  tracks  of  the  Railroad. 

Necessary  preliminary  and  construction  engi- 
neering costs  incurred  by  the  Railroad  shall  be  at 
the  sole  and  entire  cost  and  expense  of  the  Rail- 
road. Rental  of  any  of  the  Railroad's  equipment, 
such  as  work  trains,  locomotive  cranes,  cars  or 
other  rolling  stock,  needed  on  the  work  by  the 
City  or  the  City's  contractor  or  contractors  in 
carrying  out  their  work,  shall  not  be  chargeable 
to  the  Railroad,  but  the  cost  of  the  rental  of  such 
equipment  shall  be  borne  by  the  said  contractor  or 
contractors  as  a  part  of  their  contracts,  or  by  the 
City  if  the  work  is  being  done  with  its  own  forces. 

The  City,  in  its  contracts,  shall  require  its  con- 
tractors to  reimburse  the  Railroad  for  the  use  of 
such  equipment,  promptly  upon  receipt  of  bills 
and  agrees  to  withhold  final  payments  to  its  con- 
tractors until  Railroad  has  notified  the  City  that 
all  bills  have  been  settled. 

12.  It  is  understood  that  the  construction  costs 
of  the  project  herein  contemplated  are  to  be  fin- 
anced from  funds  provided  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment and  the  City,  upon  a  matching  basis  and. 
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therefore,  expended  under  Federal  regulations. 
All  plans,  specifications,  estimates  of  cost,  awards 
of  contracts,  acceptance  of  work  or  procedure  in 
general  are  subject  at  all  times  to  all  Federal 
laws,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  approvals  ap- 
plying to  it  as  a  Federal  project. 

13.  In  the  event  that  delays  or  difficulties  arise 
in  securing  necessary  Federal  approvals,  or^  in 
securing  necessary  rights  of  way,  or  settling 
damage  or  damage  claims  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  City  render  it  impracticable  to  utilize  Federal 
funds  from  the  current  appropriation  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  project,  then,  at  any  time  before  a 
construction  contract  is  awarded  by  the  City,  the 
City  and  the  Railroad,  by  mutual  consent,  may 
terminate  this  agreement. 

14.  The  Railroad  shall  put  in  execution  such 
*^Slow  Orders''  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
the  work  under  this  agreement  with  reasonable 
economy  and  dispatch.  It  is  understood  that  any 
required  speed  of  less  than  fifteen  (15)  miles  per 
hour  is  an  unreasonable  restriction  of  traffic. 

The  City  shall  require  its  contractor  or  con- 
tractors at  all  times  to  use  all  reasonable  care  and 
diligence,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  officials  of  the 
Railroad  in  order  to  avoid  accidents,  damage  or 
unnecessary  delay  to  or  interference  with  trains 
upon  the  tracks  of  the  Railroad. 

The  City  shall  also  require  its  contractor  or 
contractors,  where  any  work  is  done  or  property 
of  the  Railroad  by  said  contractor  or  contractors, 
to  restore  the  said  property  of  the  Railroad  to  a 
condition  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Railroad. 
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15.  The  total  cost  of  the  construction  work  here- 
in contemplated  is  estimated  to  be  Two  Million, 
Nine  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,900,000.00). 
The  entire  cost  of  such  work,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  agreement,  shall  be  borne  by  the 
City,  except  (1)  the  Railroad's  contribution  of 
One  Hundred  and  Sixty  Thousand  Dollars  ($160,- 
000.00)  and  (2)  the  cost  of  any  and  all  work  to  be 
done  hereunder  by  the  Railroad. 

16.  The  City  shall  acquire,  without  cost  to  the 
Railroad,  all  property  or  property  rights,  except 
those  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Railroad,  as  may 
be  required  to  carry  out  the  work  contemplated 
herein. 

17.  The  Railroad  shall  have  the  right,  subject  to 
the  approval  and  supervision  of  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City  and  in  such  manner  as 
not  to  interfere  with  traffic  or  endanger  the  travel- 
ing public  on  said  highway,  without  charge  to  the 
Railroad,  to  attach,  at  the  sole  cost  and  expense  of 
the  Railroad,  to  said  viaduct  or  bridge,  below  the 
floor  level,  at  any  time  after  its  completion,  sign- 
nals,  signal  posts,  telegraph,  telephone  and  other 
wires  and  devices  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature  and 
description  now  used  or  hereafter  to  be  used  in 
operation  of  the  Railroad. 

18.  After  the  completion  of  the  improvements 
herein  contemplated  the  Railroad  shall,  at  its  own 
sole  cost  and  expense,  maintain,  repair  and  re- 
construct its  facilities,  constructed  or  changed 
under  the  terms  of  this  agreement,  and  the  City 
shall,  at  its  own  sole  cost  and  expense,  maintain, 
repair  and  reconstruct  the  said  viaduct  or  bridge 
and  all  parts  of  the  highway  so  built  in  connection 
therewith.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed 
that,  so  far  as  it  is  legally  possible  for  the  City

to  do  SO,  it  agrees  that  the  Railroad  shall  not  be 
liable  for  any  benefit  assessments  due  to  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  these  improvements. 

19.  The  Railroad  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
that  immediately  upon  the  execution  of  this  agree- 
ment by  all  the  parties,  the  City  and  Public  Utility 
Corporations,  or  any  or  all  of  them,  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Railroad, 
may  enter  upon  any  land  now  owned  or  controlled 
by  the  Railroad,  and  do  whatever  manner  of 
things  are  necessary  in  connection  with  the  project 
previous  to  the  final  approval  of  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  the  improvements  contemplated  here- 
in by  the  Railroad  and  the  City. 

20.  Each  party  hereto  waives,  but  only  as 
against  the  other,  any  and  all  damages  or  right  to 
claim  damages  to  any  of  its  real  property  grow- 
ing out  of  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  im- 
provements herein  contemplated,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  agreement. 

21.  Before  any  work  on  this  project  is  com- 
menced, the  City  shall  require  the  Contractor,  in 
addition  to  any  other  forms  of  insurance  or  bonds 
required  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  and 
specifications,  to  procure  and  maintain  during  the 
life  of  the  contract  the  following  types  of  insur- 
ance in  the  amounts  set  forth : 

(1)  Contractors'  Public  Liability  and  Property 
Damage  Liability  Insurance. 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  to  the 
City  and  to  the  Railroad  that,  with  respect  to  the 
operations  he  performs,  he  carries  regular  Con- 
tractor 's  Public  Liability  Insurance  providing  for 
a  limit  of  not  less  than  $50,000  for  all  damages 
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arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  one 
person,  and,  subject  to  that  limit  for  each  person, 
a  total  limit  of  $300,000  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more 
persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regular  Con- 
tractor's Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance 
providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than  $50,000  for 
all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction 
of  property  in  any  one  accident  and  subject  to  that 
limit  per  accident,  a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of 
$100,000  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  to 
or  destruction  of  property  during  the  life  of  the 
contract. 

If  any  part  of  the  work  is  sublet,  similar  in- 
surance shall  be  provided  by  or  in  behalf  of  the 
subcontractors  to  cover  their  operations. 

(2)  Contractors'  Protective  Public  Liability 
and  Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance. 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  to  the 
City  and  to  the  Railroad  that  with  respect  to  the 
operations  performed  for  him  by  subcontractors, 
he  carries  in  his  own  behalf  regular  Contractor's 
Protective  Public  Liability  Insurance  providing 
for  a  limit  of  not  less  than  $50,000  for  all  damages 
arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  one 
person,  and,  subject  to  that  limit  for  each  person, 
a  total  limit  of  $300,000  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more 
persons  in  any  one  accident,  and  regular  Con- 
tractor's Protective  Property  Damage  Liability 
Insurance  providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less  than 
$50,000  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  injury  to  or 
destruction  of  property  in  any  one  accident  and 
subject  to  that  limit  per  accident,  a  total  (or  ag- 
gregate) limit  of  $100,000  for  all  damages  arising 
out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of  property  during 
the  life  of  the  contract. 
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(3)  Automobile  Insurance. 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  to  the 
City  and  to  the  Railroad  that,  with  respect  to  the 
operations  he  performs,  he  carries  in  his  own  be- 
half Automobile  Insurance  providing  for  a  limit 
of  not  less  than  $50,000  for  all  damages  arising  out 
of  bodily  injuries  to  or  death  of  one  person,  and, 
subject  to  that  limit  for  each  person,  a  total  limit 
of  $100,000  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily 
injuries  to  or  death  of  two  or  more  persons  in  any 
one  accident  and  Property  Damage  Liability  hav- 
ing a  total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of  $10,000.  This 
policy  shall  cover  all  owned,  hired  or  now  owned 
cars  used  on  the  project. 

(4)  Steam  Boiler  Insurance. 

In  the  event  steam  boilers  are  used  on  the  work, 
the  Contractor  shall  furnish  evidence  to  the  City 
and  to  the  Railroad  that  he  carries  in  his  own  be- 
half standard  Steam  Boiler  Insurance  having  an 
aggregate  limit  of  not  less  than  $100,000. 

(5)  Railroads'  Protective  Public  Liability  and 
Property  Damage  Liability  Insurance. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  he  shall  furnish  evi- 
dence to  the  City  and  to  the  Railroad  that,  with 
respect  to  the  operations  he  or  any  of  his  sub- 
contractors perform,  he  has  provided  for  and  in 
behalf  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany Railroad  Liability  Insurance  Coverage 
(Broad  Form)  providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less 
than  $50,000  for  all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily 
injuries  to  or  death  of  one  person  and,  subject  to 
that  limit  for  each  person,  a  total  limit  of  $300,000 
for  all  damages  arising  out  of  bodily  injuries  to 
or  death  of  two  or  more  persons  in  any  one  ac- 
cident, and  Railroad  Liability  Insurance  Cover- 
age (Broad  Form)  providing  for  a  limit  of  not  less 
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than  $50,000  or  all  damages  arising  out  of  injury 
to  or  destruction  of  property  in  any  one  accident, 
and,  subject  to  that  limit  per  accident,  a 
total  (or  aggregate)  limit  of  $100,000  for  all  dam- 
ages arising  out  of  injury  to  or  destruction  of 
property  during  the  life  of  the  contract.  This 
policy  shall  also  cover  Railroad's  liability  for  in- 
juries to  or  death  of  its  employees  arising  out  of 
or  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  con- 
tractor when  said  employees  are  not  performing 
work  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  contractor  in  further- 
ance of  the  operations  insured  by  this  policy.  This 
policy  shall  also  cover  injury  to  or  destruction  of 
property  in  the  care,  custody  and  control  of  the 
Railroad. 

The  insurance  hereinbefore  specified  in  Section 
21  shall  be  carried  until  all  w^ork  required  to  be 
performed  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  is 
satisfactorily  completed  as  evidenced  by  the 
formal  acceptance  by  the  City. 

The  original  policy  of  Railroad's  Protective 
Public  Liability  and  Property  Damage  Liability 
Insurance  (5)  shall  be  furnished  the  Railroad. 
Certificates  of  insurance  will  be  acceptable  as  evi- 
dence of  coverage  for  policies  in  the  name  of  the 
Contractor. 

22.  The  terms  and  provisions  of  this  agreement 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding  upon 
the  successors  and  assigns  of  all  parties  hereto. 

23.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  this  con- 
tract is  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for 
ratification  by  an  ordinance  of  the  City. 

24.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that 
nothing  contained  in  this  agreement  shall,  in  any 
way,  be  construed  as  modifying  or  nullifying  to 
any  extent  whatsoever,  any  of  the  provisions  con- 
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tained  in  the  Agreement  heretofore  entered  into 
by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  and  the  State  Roads  Commission,  dated 
May  13,  1948,  and  the  Supplemental  Agreement 
between  said  parties,  dated  July  19,  1950.

Right-of-Way  for  Municipal  Utilities  and  Serv- 
ices Through  the  Property  of  Montebello  Land 
Co/',  dated  March  11,  1947,  and  numbered  K  W. 
30-33582,  as  granted  under  an  Agreement  between 
the  Montebello  Land  Company  and  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  dated  March  24,  1947, 
and  recorded  among  the  Land  Records  of  Balti- 
more City  in  Liber  M.L.P.  No.  7146,  folio  260,  and 

Whereas,  The  portion  of  the  right-of-way  here- 
tofore granted  and  hereinafter  described  is  no 
longer  needed  for  public  use,  and  no  utilities  have 
been  constructed  therein  and  the  present  owmer 
of  the  property  through  which  the  portion  of  the 
right-of-way  hereinafter  described  extends  has  re-

Sec.  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore^  That  the  Mayor  of  Balti- 
more City  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  execute  and  deliver  unto  The  Radnor 
Company  or  to  such  person  or  corporation  as  may 
be  the  owner  of  the  property  hereinafter  describ- 
ed through  which  the  portion  of  the  right-of-w^ay 
extends  a  Deed  of  Release  conveying  and  releas- 
ing the  aforesaid  portion  of  said  right-of-way  for 
municipal  utilities  and  services,  which  portion  of 
the  right-of-way  to  be  surrendered  and  released 
is  described  as  follows:

An  ordinance  to  condemn  and  close  (1)  Puget  Street,  60  feet 
wide,  from  Harman  Avenue  northeasterly  384.0  feet  and  (2) 
Morgan  Street,  30  feet  wide,  from  Harman  Avenue  north- 
easterly 376  feet,  more  or  less,  in  accordance  with  a  plat 
thereof  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of  Assessments, 
on  the  Thirty-first  (31st)  day  of  May,  1951,  and  now  on  file 
in  said  office. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and

Street,  60  feet  wide,  from  Harman  Avenue  north- 
easterly 384.0  feet  and  (2)  Morgan  Street,  30  feet 
wide,  from  Harman  Avenue  northeasterly  376  feet, 
more  or  less,  the  land  hereby  directed  to  be  con- 
demned for  said  closing  being  described  as  follows : 

(1)  Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  point  form- 
ed by  the  intersection  of  the  southeast  side  of 
Puget  Street,  60  feet  wide,  and  the  northeast  side 
of  Harman  Avenue,  30  feet  wide,  and  running 
thence  binding  on  the  northeast  side  of  said  Har- 
man Avenue  North  45°-17'-00"  West  60.0  feet  to 
intersect  the  northwest  side  of  said  Puget  Street, 
thence  binding  on  the  northwest  side  of  said  Puget
